United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have  elected  leaders  who 
represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this 
possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually 
to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following  guidelines  for 
reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to 
be  in  mission. 


Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be  filled  out  in  full  when 
applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  president,  secretary  and  treasurer. 
Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not 
later  than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter  which  the  expense 
occurs  when  possible. 


Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  someone  cares  to 
donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit 
those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 


Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference  events  without 
reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn 
that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to 
cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 


Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official  participation"  of 
conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial  arrangements  not  delineated 
herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging.) 


The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  When  a van  is  used 
with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage  will  be  paid  at  25  cents  a mile.  No 
mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who  chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be 
voted  on  by  the  Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective  organizations,  they 
shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses  of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume 
their  share  of  the  expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10.00  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day  (to 
be  divided  between  meals  as  desired.)  Meals  for  events  that  are  less 
than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for  breakfast, 

$5.50  for  lunch  and  $7.00  for  dinner.

Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as 
Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the 
Conference  organization.  Most  of  these  materials  should  be  maintained  in  the  files 
you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not 
needlessly  duplicate  materials  which  cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 


C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  copy  charges,  long  distance  telephone  charges,  and  other 
miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for  these  expenses  are  to  be  attached 
to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of 
xerox  copies  are  discouraged. 


D.  Dependent  Care  Subsidy 

A Dependent  Care  Subsidy  plan  was  adopted  April  25,  1992.  When  a member  of  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  (elected  or  appointed)  is  required  to  attend  Annual 
Meeting,  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Regional  School,  Mid-Year  Executive 
Committee  meeting.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  or  a Women’s  Division 
Workshop,  she  MAY  be  paid  a Dependent  Care  Subsidy  up  to  $30.00  per  day  for  hired 
care  required  for  children  12  years  of  age  or  under/or  for  an  invalid  (ill,  handicapped, 
blind)  parent/spouse/or  other  dependent  person  residing  in  her  home  --  providing 
this  is  an  absolute  necessity  and  that  no  other  family  member  or  friend  is  available  to 
do  this  for  her.

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 
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PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart,  president,  reporting. 

"Since  our  Annual  Meeting  in  Slidell  1 have  driven  4,226  miles  in  the  name  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  On  October  3 I spoke  at  the  Lake  Charles  District  Annual  Meeting  at  the 
University  UMC  in  Lake  Charles.  October  4 I was  the  speaker  for  the  Alexandria  District  Annual 
Meeting  at  the  Wilton  UMC.  October  6 I attended  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Children’s  Home  Board  in 
Ruston.  October  10  was  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  at  the  Newman  UMC  in 
Alexandria.  October  1 1 I attended  the  Shreveport  District  Annual  Meeting  and  installed  the  officers 
for  1993.  October  22-23  I attended  the  State  Leaders’  Council  of  Church  Women  United  at  the  Tall 
Timbers  Conference  Center.  October  24  was  our  District  Elected  Leaders’  Training  at  First  UMC  in 
Pineville.  November  7 was  the  Local  Elected  Leaders’  Training  in  the  Shreveport  District,  at  First 
UMC,  Shreveport.  November  18  I attended  the  Conference  Center  barbecue,  to  see  the  progress 
being  made.  Roads  have  been  laid  out,  part  of  which  will  go  over  the  dam  to  be  built  soon  that  will 
form  a beautiful  lake.  Trees  have  been  cut  for  the  building  sites.  It’s  very  exciting.  On  November 
21  the  Committee  on  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  met  at  the  St.  Mark’s  UMC  in  Baton  Rouge;  with 
Lois  Heath,  Dean,  as  our  hostess.  Patty  Lindsey  and  I spent  that  Friday  night  with  Kathy  Shea  in 
Pineville,  to  give  us  a head-start  on  arriving  in  Baton  Rouge  by  9:30  a.m.  On  December  6 I installed 
the  1993  officers  for  the  UMW  of  the  Asbury  UMC,  Bossier  City  as  a part  of  their  morning  worship 
service.  There  was  a pause  in  December  for  family  and  local  church  Christmas  activities. 

On  January  14,  1993  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group  met  at  the  Horseshoe  Drive  UMC  in 
Alexandria.  On  UMW  Sunday,  January  24,  I spoke  for  the  Walker’s  Chapel  Church.  This  allowed 
me  to  stay  home  for  our  own  UMW  Sunday  in  Plain  Dealing  and  return  for  the  membership  luncheon 
there.  Attended  the  Convocation  of  Boards  in  Baton  Rouge  on  January  28-29;  and  returned  home 
on  the  30th.  On  Thursday  I met  with  Seola  Callahan  and  Harvey  Williamson  regarding  the  Conference 
Center;  the  executive  committee  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries;  the  banquet  in  honor  of 
Marilyn  and  Bishop  Oden  and  assisted  with  the  communion  service  in  the  sanctuary  of  First  Church, 
Baton  Rouge.  Friday  morning  was  the  Board  of  Laity  breakfast;  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries;  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  with  lunch  at  the  church.  The  last  meeting  adjourned  about  4:30 
p.m.  Seola  stayed  with  me  that  night  and  we  went  over  the  agenda  for  this  meeting.  It  was  indeed 
two  days  full  of  meetings! 

Sarah  Schoeffler  reported  on  work  being  done  under  the  leadership  of  UMCOR  (United 
Methodist  Committee  on  Relief)  and  the  Conference  at  Sager-Brown  in  Baldwin. ..which  is  Women’s 
Division  property.  They  can  accommodate  work  groups  of  80  to  120  at  a time,  at  $5  per  person  for 
one  night  and  one  meal,  bring  your  bed  rolls,  towels,  etc.,  and  bring  your  own  tools.  She  has  206 
work  teams  on  schedule  through  August  --  about  2,000  people  and  that  will  equal  40,000  man  hours 
of  work  and  $400,000  "free"  labor.  There  are  850  more  homes  that  need  work.  This  will  go  on  for 
approximately  another  year  and  a half.  To  calendar  work  groups  call  318/923-4702.  Besides  those 
who  can  hammer  and  build  houses,  they  can  use  those  who  will  answer  phones,  work  in  the  office  or 
kitchen.  There  is  some  kind  of  work  for  everyone.  The  thing  that  concerned  me  was  that  the 
volunteers  are  mostly  from  out-of-state.  We  need  to  give  them  our  support,  time  and  energy. 

There  are  several  articles  in  the  January  1993  issue  of  Response  magazine  about  the  damage 
of  Hurricane  Andrew  in  Florida  and  Louisiana.  Two  members  of  the  Women’s  Division  who  lived 
south  of  Miami  had  severe  damage  to  their  homes.  Ressie  Mae  Bass  is  the  Executive  Secretary  for 
Membership  and  Organizational  Development;  and  Leora  Hatch,  director.  Leora  has  taught  in  our 
Schools  of  Christian  Mission  a couple  of  times.  She  left  Miami  on  one  of  the  last  planes  to  leave  the 
Miami  airport,  knowing  that  the  storm  was  coming.  When  it  struck  she  was  in  New  York  attending 
a meeting  of  the  Women’s  Division  Committee  on  the  Call  to  Prayer.  Leora  displayed  a wry  humor 
when  she  talked  of  losing  her  library  and  files. .."retiring  Women’s  Division  directors  always  lament 
how  difficult  it  is  to  sort  through  all  the  papers  they  have  accumulated  during  their  tenure  of  office, 
but  the  hurricane  took  care  of  that  for  me."  I can  relate  to  this  because  1 have  started  going  through 
my  files  in  order  to  pass  them  on  to  someone  else  next  fall,  but  I assure  you  I don’t  want  a storm  to 
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save  me  from  that  job!!  There  are  cards  for  Leora  and  Ressie  Mae  for  all  of  us  to  sign  and  write  a 
note  if  you’d  like. 

Last  fall  I sent  out  several  letters  asking  permission  to  nominate  folks  from  Louisiana  for  the 
Strategic  Planning  Group  to  be  formed  by  the  Women’s  Division  to  broaden  and  improve  the  UMW 
organization.  Thanks  to  the  13  who  allowed  their  names  to  be  sent  in. ..but,  none  of  ours  were 
selected.  Our  Jurisdiction  president,  Lucy  Burciaga,  is  a member.  Nineteen  churches  from  our 
Conference  were  selected  to  take  part  in  a survey  for  this  project.. .but  I have  no  way  of  knowing  how 
many  of  them  responded.  I hope  our  District  Presidents’  reports  will  enlighten  us. 

Last  summer  at  Regional  School  the  Conference  presidents  expressed  a concern  that  the 
conference  president  not  be  the  chair  of  the  committee  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies.  In 
our  July  meeting  you  concurred  with  this  suggestion  --  which  was  sent  to  the  Women’s  Division.  The 
Women’s  Division  voted  non-concurrence. .."keeping  the  president  as  the  chair  keeps  the  task  of  the 
committee  more  integral  to  the  administration  and  planning  processes  of  the  conference  and  makes 
it  a stronger  committee."  I feel  that  our  timing  was  poor  as  the  new  Constitution  was  being  printed 
for  the  next  quadrennium...so  if  others  feel  this  way  it  might  be  suggested  again  at  a better  time. 

The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  UMW  Quadrennial  meeting  is  scheduled  for  May  3-5,  1996, 
at  the  Holiday  Inn  in  Omaha,  Nebraska.  Add  this  to  your  calendar. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  information  has  been  sent  to  Hazel  Steely  and  she  will  let  us  know  who 
our  Jurisdiction  representative  will  be,  following  their  meeting. 

Our  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  is  meeting  with  us  today.  They  will  meet 
separately  in  the  morning  to  begin  their  most  important  task  of  selecting  new  officers.  To  be  sure 
we  all  have  the  same  understanding,  I would  like  to  check  our  officer  list  following  my  report. 

Plan  I of  the  Women’s  Division  allows  one  person  from  each  conference  to  attend  a meeting 
of  the  Women’s  Division  once  during  each  quadrennium,  by  invitation  of  the  Women’s  Division.  The 
Louisiana  Conference  person  is  to  attend  October  13-16,  1995.  The  person  to  attend  should  be 
selected  at  Mid-Year  meeting  in  1994.  I will  file  this  letter  accordingly. 

I will  not  give  the  report  concerning  the  Conference  Center.  But,  I do  want  to  go  on  record 
as  supporting  this  project.  When  we  have  a Conference  Center  of  our  own  - we  can  schedule  all  of 
our  meetings  there  --  from  one  day  committee  meetings  to  possibly  even  our  Annual  Meeting.  I do 
not  foresee  moving  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  from  Centenary  College,  because  the  Conference 
Center  will  not  have  the  large  number  of  classrooms  that  we  require.  But,  I think  almost  all  other 
meetings  can  be  held  at  this  convenient  center-of-the  state  site.  If  you  have  not  seen  our  land,  it’s 
between  here  and  1-49  on  the  Coulee  Crossing  Road. ..which  is  the  only  road  on  the  east  side  of 
Highway  165  north  of  Woodworth.  In  the  event  of  a recent  rain  I don’t  advocate  driving  in;  but,  you 
can  pass  by  and  begin  to  get  a "feel"  of  it.  I urge  you  to  support  the  Center  through  your  local  church 
and  through  your  special  UMW  project  which  will  be  discussed  later.  I am  very  well  aware  that  we 
have  not  met  our  mission  pledge  the  past  few  years  and  this  MUST  NOT  take  from  pledge  money  -- 
but  be  ’over  and  above’  gifts." 

Request  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  - Norma  read  a letter 
from  Joaquin  Garcia  director  of  the  Division  of  Diaconal  Ministry  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  with  offices  in  Nashville.  Joaquin  is  a member  of  the 
board  which  is  in  charge  of  interpretation.  They  would  like  to  request  the  assistance  of  the  United 
Methodist  Women  in  interpreting  church  vocations;  Diaconal  Ministry,  the  church  certification  in 
the  area  of  Christian  Education,  Music  Ministry,  Evangelism  and  Youth  Ministry.  Specifically  they 
would  like  to  have  a booth  at  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July  and  at  Annual  Meeting  in 
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September.  They  want  to  make  a presentation  and  give  out  some  materials  to  help  United  Methodist 
Women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  interpret  church  vocations  in  their  own  local  churches. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  LOIS  HEATH,  SECONDED  BY  LOTTIE  PALAZZO,  THAT  THE 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  BOARD  OFDIACONAL  MINISTRY  BE  GRANTED  PERMISSION  TO 
HAVE  AN  INTERPRETIVE  PRESENTATION  AT  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  AND 
ANNUAL  MEETING.  MOTION  PASSED.

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  reported  that  the  1992-1993  Annual  Report  and  Directories 
are  ready  for  distribution.  She  emphasized  the  importance  of  paying  $2.00  per  copy  to  offset  the 
expense  of  printing.  There  is  a copy  for  each  conference  officer,  district  officer  and  local  president, 
plus  a few  extra;  550  copies  in  all.  She  expressed  appreciation  to  all  who  served  as  examiners  and  to 
those  who  submitted  information  accurately  and  promptly.  A copy  of  the  book  was  signed  by  all 
present  to  be  sent  to  Lydia  Istomina  and  one  for  Janelle  McCammon.  Seola  spoke  for  3 UMW  Sunday 
services  and  participated  in  two  District  Annual  Meetings. 

TREASURER  - Kathy  Shea  reported  that  in  1992  the  amount  paid  on  Pledge  to  Mission  was 
$266,609.76.  Each  district  has  received  one-half  of  their  Administration  and  Membership 
Development  budget  funds  for  1993  for  a total  of  $7,557.50.  The  January  issue  of  the  Conference 
Newsletter  was  published  and  mailed  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,534.09.  Special  Mission  Recognition  to  date 
total  - $1,460.00.  The  current  checking  account  balance  is  $20,668.71.  This  is  an  interest  bearing 
account.  The  Financial  Records  for  1992  are  presently  being  audited. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETER  - Mary  Quinones  said  that  during  1993  it  is  most  important  that 
all  officers  of  UMW  emphasize  the  need  for  individuals  to  be  in  support  of  mission  "they  have  begun" 
by  increasing  or  overpaying  their  pledges.  We  need  to  think  about  it  this  way. ..we  began  this  mission. 
Units  are  also  encouraged  to  overpay  their  pledges.  If  units  were  working  toward  the  goal  of  the 
FIVE  STAR  program  for  Undesignated  Giving,  all  would  overpay  their  pledges.  1991-1992  Five  Star 
units  will  be  listed  in  the  next  Conference  Newsletter.  Promoting  areas  of  giving  does  make  a 
difference.  Example:  World  Thank  Offering  increased  21%  in  1992  over  1991.  The  new  "Thinking 
of  You"  Gift  to  Mission  Card,  an  all  purpose  card  with  no  printed  message  inside,  will  help  units  to 
attain  the  Conference  Financial  Goal  of  every  unit  member  purchase  one  Gift  to  Mission  Card  in 
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1993.  Mary  said  she  is  working  on  a better  method  of  record  keeping  for  Mission  Ribbon  sales.  The 
Mission  Ribbons  were  started  to  help  meet  our  conference  pledge  and  were  supposed  to  be  an  over 
and  above  effort.  We  need  to  get  away  from  the  desire  to  obtain  credit  for  every  cent  we  give.  She 
will  update  the  ribbon  history  for  1994.  Old  ribbons  will  be  for  sale  at  School  of  Christian  Mission 
for  $1.00  each.  Names  and  addresses  of  local  treasurers  are  needed  to  send  out  the  Mission  Candle 
promotional  letter,  information  about  gifts  for  retiring  officer,  etc.  This  letter  goes  out  in  April. 
Mary  reminded  the  Mission  Team  that  we  are  all  "mission  interpreters." 

1993  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Lois  Heath,  dean,  reporting.  The  school  committee  met 
in  November.  Plans  included:  (1)  start  each  day  with  worship,  (2)  fellowship  and  refreshments  each 
night  instead  of  Fun  Night,  (3)  workshop  for  leaders  of  mini-school,  (4)  schedule  end  earlier;  one 
hour  of  free  time,  (5)  four  leaders  for  each  area.  The  theme  is  "Confronted  by  Christ  - Empowered 
by  the  Spirit."  Fannie  Reddix  is  Dean  for  1994;  Mary  Quinones  is  the  Assistant  Dean.  Regional 
School  will  be  June  22-27,  Baker  University,  Baldwin,  Kansas.  The  only  special  emphasis  will  be 
"Living  in  a Multi-Cultural  Society."  Betty  Ferrington  called  Lois  concerning  a missionary.  Dr.  Carol 
Walker,  who  has  been  in  the  Philippines  but  will  be  on  furlough  March  - December.  Betty  would  like 
to  invite  Dr.  Walker  to  be  a resource  person/speaker  for  our  conference  school. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  RITA  PARHAM  THAT  DR.  CAROL  WALKER  BE  INVITED  TO 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION.  SECONDED  AND  PASSED. 

COORDINATOR  FOR  CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Helen  Allemond  reported  that  she 
wrote  to  her  counterparts  promoting  the  Reading  Program  and  challenging  them  to  get  at  least  one 
new  unit  in  each  district  to  participate  in  1993. 

COORDINATOR  FOR  SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Hilda  Sills  reported  the  district 
coordinators  are  excited  about  receiving  certificates  for  Supportive  Community  activities.  July  1 is 
the  deadline  to  apply  for  the  certificates.  At  Annual  Meeting  Over  $4,500  was  collected  for  the  "Shoe 
Fund"  project  for  Dulac,  St  Mark’s  and  MacDonell.  Lynn  Foil  wrote  the  skit  for  this  promotion  and 
Evelyn  Martin  and  Hilda  were  the  performers.  A good  session  was  had  at  DELT. 

COORDINATOR  FOR  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Geneva  Bell  reported  that 
coordinators  are  still  working  on  community  concerns  and  also  those  received  from  the  conference 
and  Interfaith  Impact.  DELT  was  a time  for  sharing  of  ideas  and  recommendations.  A major  concern 
was  to  have  time  to  meet  with  other  Mission  Coordinators  to  make  plans  and  set  goals  as  a mission 
team.  One  objective  is  to  set  up  prison  libraries  in  correctional  institutions.  North  Shore  and  Ruston 
districts  are  already  doing  this.  The  video  "Revival  of  Hope"  was  shown  at  DELT  and  has  been  used 
in  several  units.  It  is  about  one  of  our  nation’s  greatest  public  health  problems,  substance  abuse.  The 
Health  Care  Reform  Act  is  the  major  concern  now;  over  150  letters  have  been  sent  to  Washington. 
Geneva  is  serving  on  the  Louisiana  Interfaith  Impact  Executive  Committee  in  Louisiana.  She  attended 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  at  Convocation  of  Boards.  The  United  States  has  a new  president  and 
many  women  have  been  elected  to  major  positions.  We  all  need  to  support  them  with  our  prayers  as 
they  work  for  the  betterment  of  the  human  race  everywhere. 

COORDINATOR  FOR  CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Mary  Pollard  said  that  DELT 
was  informative  and  well  attended.  She  wrote  to  all  district  officers  encouraging  the  selection  of 
study  leaders  early  and  attendance  at  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Applications  for  excellence  of 
study  and  participation  have  been  reworked,  improved  and  mailed  out.  Mission  cards  and  mission 
ribbons  are  being  sent  to  missionaries.  Norma  received  a letter  from  Women’s  Division  requesting 
that  each  conference  send  in  possible  names  for  US-2  program  and  mission  intern.  It  is  too  late  for 
this  year  but  she  asked  that  this  be  considered  next  year. 

SECRETARY  FOR  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lottie  Palazzo  stated  that  she  has  ordered  a 
good  selection  of  books  for  the  Retreat  in  March.  Service  Center  advised  that  it  was  better  to  return 
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some  things  than  to  short-change  the  participants.  Pat  Cobb  will  assist  her  in  the  Resource  Room. 
On  the  consignment  orders  for  School  of  Mission  and  Annual  Meeting  Lottie  ordered  extra  of  the 
things  that  previously  have  sold  out.  The  new  handbooks  for  this  quadrennium  are  out.  Norma 
suggested  that  the  Conference  purchase  a copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  for  every  elected 
officer. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES  THAT  THE  CONFERENCE  PURCHASE  A COPY 
OF  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS  FOR  EVERY  ELECTED  CONFERENCE  OFFICER,  TO 
BE  PASSED  ON  TO  SUCCEEDING  OFFICERS  FOR  THE  NEXT  FOUR  YEARS  AND  ALSO 
COPIES  OF  THE  FINANCIAL  HANDBOOK  FOR  THE  TREASURER  AND  THE  FINANCIAL 
INTERPRETER.  SECONDED  BY  JEAN  ROCKHOLD  AND  PASSED. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray  said  that  she  sent  forms  for  reporting  on 
United  Methodist  Women’s  Sunday  services  to  Membership  Chairpersons.  She  is  doing  a survey  to 
determine  the  growth  of  membership  through  the  establishment  of  circles  within  units.  This  seems 
to  be  the  trend  in  attracting  younger  women  into  UMW.  UMW  Sunday  report  forms  will  be  put  in 
a scrapbook  and  displayed  at  School  of  Christian  Mission  this  summer.  Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship 
forms  were  printed  in  the  January  1993  Newsletter.  Marilyn  asked  everyone  to  spread  the  news  about 
this  opportunity.  Suggestions  for  increasing  membership  are  always  welcome.  One  suggestion  is  to 
seek  the  support  of  the  minister.  Ministers  can  encourage  women  to  join  the  local  unit. 

SECRETARY  OF  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Fannie  Reddix  was  not  present 
but  sent  her  report.  She  has  attended  most  Dulac  Board  meetings  representing  the  UMW  Conference 
President.  Hurricane  Andrew  caused  much  property  damage  in  the  Dulac  area.  There  is  still  a need 
for  human  power,  money  power  and  materials  and  supplies.  Mary  and  Pas  Quinones  and  Fannie  met 
with  a representative  from  the  National  Disaster  Relief  Office  and  the  Chairman  of  UMCOR  in  Dulac 
to  assess  the  needs  and  the  progress.  She  participated  in  the  New  Orleans  District  Mini-School, 
District  Annual  Meeting,  District  Christmas  Luncheon  and  UMW  Sunday.  Many  of  her  UMW 
publicity  articles,  with  pictures,  are  now  being  printed  in  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Reporter. 

NEWSLETTER  - The  next  Newsletter  will  be  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  issue.  All 
material  to  be  included  in  the  school  Newsletter  must  reach  Nancy  Carruth  by  April  12. 

HISTORIAN  - Kathleen  Conrad  gave  a brief  report  of  the  activities  of  United  Methodist 
Women  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  since  our  last  meeting.  Highlighted  were  the  response  to  needs 
in  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Andrew  and  donation  of  more  than  $4,300  "shoe  money"  to  our  three 
Louisiana  projects  (Dulac,  St.  Mark’s  and  MacDonell.)  Sarah  Schoeffler  gave  Kathleen  an  article 
about  the  history  of  Sager-Brown  but  she  was  not  sure  that  it  was  authentic.  Norma  said  that  Sager- 
Brown  and  the  Godman  School  came  through  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  is  well  over  100 
years  old.  Kathleen  will  try  to  verify  the  information.  She  is  compiling  a book  to  be  submitted  to 
the  archives  which  contains  ethnic  contributions  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  A scrapbook  on  this  subject  will  be  on  display  at  the  1993  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

Place  of  Annual  Meeting  1994  - Betty  Turner,  chairperson,  reported  the  United  Methodist 
Women  of  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church  of  Shreveport,  have  extended  an  invitation  to  hold 
the  1994  Annual  Meeting  in  their  church. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  TURNER,  SECONDED  BY  GAIL  EPPERSON,  THAT  WE 
ACCEPT  THE  INVITATION  TO  HOLD  THE  1994  ANNUAL  MEETING  AT  BROADMOOR 
UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH,  SHREVEPORT.  MOTION  PASSED. 

Conference  Goal  - Deliberate  Mixing  - One  of  our  Conference  Goals  for  this  year  is  to 
deliberately  "mix"  ourselves.  Norma  announced  that  the  room  assignments  are  2 whites  and  2 blacks 
in  all  but  one  room;  there  are  4 white  Nominations  Committee  members  in  one  room.  We  are  not 
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equal  in  number  as  we  only  have  20%  black  membership.  The  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Committee 
discussed  that  the  place  we  segregate  ourselves  the  most  is  at  the  supper  table.  Norma  asked  everyone 
to  make  a special  effort  to  "mix"  at  the  breakfast  table. 

The  evening  session  was  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m. 

Marilyn  Ray  gave  the  morning  devotional  for  the  Saturday  session,  February  13,  1993, 
beginning  at  8:45  a.m.  The  theme  was  "Reflecting  God’s  Love  - Doing  What’s  Right."  She  closed 
with  the  following  prayer:  "Instill  in  my  heart.  Dear  Lord,  a deep  desire  to  know  your  word.  I want 
to  learn  to  hear  your  voice  and  always  make  vour  will  my  choice." 

Conference  Center  Round-Up  - March  6 - This  is  a rally  for  the  Conference  Center  and  every 
local  church  is  supposed  to  be  represented.  The  United  Methodist  Women  have  been  asked  to  have 
250  units  bring  one  loaf  of  French  Bread  and  cookies  to  serve  20  people.  Norma  suggested  that  this 
be  divided  into  10  groups  - each  district  being  one  group  and  the  conference  officers  the  tenth  group. 
Each  group  would  be  responsible  for  25  units.  This  is  the  only  thing  the  UMW  is  responsible  for. 
The  barbecue  chicken  and  everything  else  will  be  furnished  by  other  groups/organizations.  There 
will  be:  Site  Tours  from  10:00  a.m.- 1:00  p.m.  and  3:30  p.m. -’til  dark;  a Barbecue  Dinner  at  Rapides 
Coliseum  beginning  at  1 1:30  a.m.;  Entertainment  at  1:00  p.m.;  and  Round-Up  Program,  entertainment 
and  information,  2-3:15  p.m.  at  the  Coliseum. 

IT  WAS  AGREED  BY  CONSENSUS  THAT  THE  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  OF  THE 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  WOULD  FURNISH  250  LOAVES  OF  FRENCH  BREAD  AND  250 
BATCHES  OF  COOKIES  (EACH  BATCH  TO  SERVE  20  PEOPLE)  FOR  THE  CONFERENCE 
CENTER  ROUND-UP  MARCH  6,  1993. 

REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights. 

ACADIANA  DISTRICT  - Emily  McCoy,  president,  stated  that  several  of  the  Acadiana  units 
have  been  reported  inactive.  The  Mission  Team  plans  to  visit  them  and  work  to  get  them  reactivated. 
Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  at  First  UMC,  New  Iberia  and  District  Annual  Meeting  at 
First  UMC,  Bayou  Blue.  Plans  are  being  made  for  Day  Apart  to  be  held  April  24  at  Mallalieu  UMC, 
St.  Martinville.  The  District  Mission  Team  met  in  January.  The  Nominating  Committee  is  compiling 
a Talent  Bank. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Esther  Sanson  was  not  present  and  did  not  send  a report. 

BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT  - Rita  Parham,  president,  reported  plans  for  1993  include 
something  for  everyone.  They  hope  to  have  a unit  in  all  61  churches  in  the  district.  A 1993  District 
Handbook  and  Directory  has  been  printed.  Work  is  in  process  for  establishing  District  UMW  Policies 
and  Procedures.

West  Gulf  Regional  School  - Celina  Johnson,  representative,  reported  that  "Living  in  a Multi- 
cultural Society"  will  be  the  only  emphasis  at  the  1993  Regional  Schools  of  Christian  Mission.

The  table  graces  are 
to  feature  Native  American  Prayer.  Mary  Quinones  said  she  would  try  to  get  100  of  these  done  at 
Dulac,  maybe  even  involving  the  children. 

Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  - Norma  Winegeart,  chairperson,  commended  the  group 
on  the  way  the  breakfast  tables  were  "mixed"  this  morning.  The  conference  officers  can  help  us  reach 
our  conference  goals  by  setting  an  example  for  others.  The  Charter  Committee  met  yesterday  and  will 
meet  again  preceding  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

Dulac  Community  Center  - Mary  Quinones,  board  member,  distributed  a list  of  materials 
needed  for  Dulac.  UMCOR  will  be  at  work  in  the  Dulac  area  for  the  next  two  years.  Because  they 
needed  a storage  area  for  supplies,  Dulac  has  cleaned  out  and  is  refurbishing  the  old  Dulac 
Community  Center  building  for  UMCOR  to  use.  Approximately  $12,900.00  has  been  sent  to  Dulac 
as  a result  of  Louisiana  UMW  units  emptying  their  1992  year-end  treasuries  or  collecting  special 
offerings  for  this  one-time  request.  Future  donations  of  designated  funds  for  Dulac  should  be  sent 
through  regular  channels. 
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St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  - Lynn  Foil,  board  member,  reported  that  the  National  Division 
has  been  contacted  to  set  a time  for  an  on  site  inspection  of  St.  Mark’s.  A decision  must  be  made  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  center  should  be  moved  to  another  location  in  the  Treme  area.  Renovation  at 
the  present  location  will  be  very  costly.  T Tidwell,  the  new  director,  is  doing  a great  job.  Much  work 
is  being  done  to  let  people  know  about  the  center  and  its  needs.  Publicity  has  been  a weakness  but 
hopefully  there  will  soon  be  an  informative  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Reporter  back  page  coverage 
about  St.  Mark’s. 

People’s  United  Methodist  Community  Center  - Celina  Johnson  reported  that  People’s 
Community  Center  celebrated  its  75th  Anniversary  in  November  1992.  There  have  been  good  years 
and  hard  times  but  the  center  has  managed  to  survive.  It  has  served  the  community  in  many  different 
ways  but  is  now  principally  a nursery  and  day  care  facility.  The  1992  Annual  Conference  appointed 
Rev.  Marva  Mitchell  director.  She  has  worked  hard  to  pay  off  the  accumulated  back  debts  and  reduce 
spending  to  current  expenses.  The  center  continues  to  perform  a quality  service  for  children  in  the 
community  where  it  is  much  needed. 

Sager-Brown  Up-date  - "New  Lease  on  Life"  - After  well  over  a century  of  service  to  the 
community,  Sager-Brown  was  closed  for  a dozen  years.  Now  like  a phoenix,  Sager-Brown  Center  for 
Enabling  Ministries  the  United  Methodist  Church  has  a new  lease  on  life  as  an  Ecumenical  Center, 
base  for  Volunteers  In  Mission,  Training  Center  for  Pastors  and  Laity  in  Mission  and  a springboard 
for  disaster  relief  now  and  longterm  relief  in  the  future.  Initially  the  Women’s  Division  has  leased 
it  to  UMCOR  without  cost  for  18  months  with  the  possibility  of  renewal  after  that.  Currently 
$200,000  is  being  spent  to  restore  the  physical  plant,  even  to  upgrade  part  of  it.  Eventually  Sager- 
Brown  will  have  an  ecumenical  board  and  ministry  to  all  of  South  Louisiana.

Letter  of  Concern  - Zachary  UMC  - Norma  read  a letter  dated  December  4,  1992  from  a 
circle  in  the  Zachary  UMC.  "At  our  last  United  Methodist  Women’s  business  meeting  we  discussed 
the  decline  of  decent  moral  standards  as  presented  on  television  and  we  all  agree  as  women  and 
mothers  we  cannot  sit  idly  by  and  let  this  happen.  We  feel  we  should  voice  our  opinion  and  concern 
about  the  effect  it  is  having  on  family  life.  If  all  the  UMW  units  in  the  United  States  would 
participate  in  a joint  effort  to  clean  up  television  we  feel  our  voice  would  be  heard.  If  the  Executive 
Council  could  draft  an  appropriate  form  letter  for  each  unit  to  sign  and  send  en  masse  on  a certain 
date,  what  an  impact  it  would  make  on  the  TV  industry.  Think  how  many  signatures  would  reach 
the  TV  officials.  Could  this  idea  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  Executive  Council  in  the  near 
future?  We  know  you  will  give  this  your  prayerful  consideration." 

The  president  referred  this  letter  to  the  Coordinators  for  Christian  Social  Involvement  and 
Supportive  Community.  They  will  present  recommendations  for  action  to  this  committee  in  July. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned.  Seola  Callahan  led  the  sending 
forth  and  closing  prayer.

The  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  Executive  Committee  met  Wednesday, 
July  14,  1993,  in  the  cafeteria  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  Louisiana  beginning  at  6:00  p.m.

MINUTES  - Minutes  of  the  February  meeting  had  been  mailed.  Vera  Bulloch  made  the 
motion,  seconded  by  Esther  Sanson,  that  the  minutes  be  approved  as  printed.  Motion  passed. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart,  president,  gave  the  following  report: 

"The  plans  for  our  United  Methodist  Conference  Center  are  very  exciting!  Thanks  to  the  units 
and  individuals  who  sent  French  bread  and  cookies  for  the  Round-Up  in  Alexandria  on  March  6th. 
I want  to  go  on  record  as  supporting  this  project  - and  I urge  each  of  you  to  support  it  through  your 
local  church.  The  Executive  Committee  has  approved  a plan  to  raise  funds  for  f urnishing  guest  rooms 
in  the  lodges.  Details  for  this  project  will  be  presented  for  your  final  approval  during  our  Annual 
Meeting  in  September. 

We  have  failed  to  meet  our  conference  Pledge  to  Mission  in  recent  years  --  and  this  must  not 
take  the  place  of  mission  money.  But  virtually  every  unit  spends  money  locally  that  does  not  go 
through  the  conference  treasurer  and  hopefully  you  will  channel  some  of  your  ’local’  funds  into  this 
worthy  project.  The  United  Methodist  Women  look  forward  to  having  most  of  our  meetings  at  the 
Conference  Center  --  everything  from  small  committee  meetings  to  the  Annual  Meeting. ..and  we  will 
be  occupying  the  guest  rooms  on  frequent  occasions.  Please  consider  this  project  when  you  hold  your 
bazaars  and  fund-raisers. 

The  150  women  who  attended  the  UMW  Retreat  at  Tall  Timbers  in  March  were  truly  blessed. 
Gwen  White  brought  great  inspirational  thoughts  on  Holiness,  and  the  music  under  the  leadership  of 
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Doris  Brown,  Judy  and  George  Gross  was  indeed  marvelous.  Closing  the  week-end  was  the  beautiful 
communion  service  led  by  Rev.  Helena  Wright-Butler. 

Doris  Brown  attended  an  Orientation  in  Mission  seminar  at  Scarritt  Bennett  Center  in 
Nashville  in  May.  Your  president  attended  the  first  biannual  Leadership  Development  Conference 
of  Church  Women  United  in  Louisiana  and  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Presidents’  Consultation 
in  Albuquerque.  The  Southern  Region  8 Seminar  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  was  held 
May  22-23  in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Lottie  Palazzo  and  Marilyn  Ray  represented  the  conference 
mission  team. 

Conference  elected  leaders,  the  dean  and  assistant  dean  and  study  group  leaders  for  the 
Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  attended  West  Gulf  Regional  School  at  Baker  University, 
Baldwin,  Kansas,  June  23-27.  Celina  Johnson  has  been  a member  of  the  planning  team.  Fannie 
Reddix  was  elected  as  a new  member. 

During  Annual  Conference  the  $100  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin  and  certificate  were 
presented  to  Sarah  Schoeffler  in  appreciation  for  the  many  hours  she  has  given  organizing  the 
volunteers  who  have  helped  in  South  Louisiana  following  Hurricane  Andrew.

MOTION  PASSED. 

TREASURER  - Kathy  Shea,  treasurer,  reported.  At  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  we  have 
paid  $91,539.33  on  our  Pledge  to  Mission.  This  is  about  $4,000.00  less  than  in  1992.  A&MD 
expenditures  are  $19,236.12.  There  is  a current  balance  of  $46,508.88  in  an  interest  bearing  checking 
account. 
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SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  the  annual 
financial  mailing  to  local  presidents,  local  treasurers,  and  district  and  conference  officers  was  mailed 
June  22.  Included  was  a letter  regarding  gifts  for  conference  and  district  retiring  officers,  a Five-Star 
Undesignated  Giving  Program  letter,  a revised  form  for  the  Conference  Mission  Candle  for  1993,  and 
a promotional  letter  for  World  Thank  Offering  month  in  October.  Added  this  year  was  an  invitation 
on  the  back  of  the  World  Thank  Offering  letter,  for  local  units  to  photocopy  to  give  to  individual 
members  (with  instructions.)  The  revised  "31-DERFUL  WAYS  TO  SAY  THANKS"  sheet  is  going 
out  in  the  August  Conference  Newsletter.  The  offering  box  at  School  of  Mission  will  be  for 
"Undesignated  Gifts  for  Peoples  of  the  Caribbean"  and  will  be  added  to  the  offering  taken  Sunday. 
There  will  be  a financial  display  in  the  learning  center  with  emphasis  on  the  5-Star  Giving  Program. 
The  Mission  Interpretation  skit  on  Friday  will  also  include  the  theme  that  we  need  to  keep  mission 
going. ..and  going. ..and  going.  Only  5,000  mission  ribbons  have  been  ordered  for  1994  at  a cost  of  20 
cents  each.  They  will  be  purple  imprinted  with  white  ink.  The  theme  is  "Count  Me  In!",  with  a 
butterfly  logo.  A form  for  accountability  of  ribbons  sold  is  to  be  completed  by  the  districts.  Ribbons 
shall  not  be  given  to  local  units  on  consignment.  Judy  Rountree  is  working  on  the  Candle  Lighting 
Service  for  Annual  Meeting  and  Mary  Quinones  will  write  the  Pledge  Service. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  COORDINATOR  - Helen  Allemond  reported  that  the  district 
coordinators  have  furnished  table  graces,  devotionals  for  the  "pillow  talk"  booklet  and  will  be 
responsible  for  the  Meditation  Room  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  In  order  to  receive 
recognition  for  the  Reading  Program  reports  must  be  received  by  Helen  no  later  than  September  1. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  COORDINATOR  - Mary  Pollard  reported  that  she 
attended  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  has  encouraged  district  counterparts  to  attend  the 
Conference  School.  There  are  54  Certificates  of  Excellence  and  32  Participation  Certificates  to  be 
presented.  This  number  is  down  from  1992  but  no  report  has  been  received  from  Acadiana  District. 
There  is  a display  in  the  Learning  Center  showing  actions  taken  in  response  to  the  studies. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  COORDINATOR  - Geneva  Bell  participated  in  a 
teleconference  with  Anna  Rhee  of  Women’s  Division  and  eleven  Conference  Coordinators  of  Christian 
Global  Concerns.  Recommendations  and  suggestions  included;  (1)  Alert  senior  citizens  of  adverse 
schemes/gimmicks  designed  to  swindle  monies  out  of  their  possessions;  (2)  Provide  information  on 
violence  and  abuse  to  senior  citizens.  At  Regional  School  she  shared  booklets  entitled  "Racism  in  the 
Church,  Fact  or  Fiction?"  Copies  of  the  new  video  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  have  been  made 
for  each  district  and  are  available  for  use  in  the  local  units.  An  HIV/Aids  Awareness  Workshop  for 
a five  parish  area  will  be  held  November  12  and  13  in  Lake  Charles.  The  workshop  is  sponsored  by 
the  Southern  Baptist,  Black  Baptist  and  United  Methodist  churches.  Geneva  is  serving  on  the 
planning  committee.  The  coordinators  are  continuing  to  respond  to  requests  from  IMPACT  and  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  to  contact  state  legislators  and  President  Clinton  on  many  issues. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  COORDINATOR  - Hilda  Sills  reported  that  Evelyn  Martin 
from  the  New  Orleans  District  conducted  a workshop  in  March,  The  New  Orleans  District  is 
honoring  Dr.  Roscoe  Reddix  with  a Special  Mission  Recognition.  Several  groups  are  planning  to 
combine  mission  studies  as  a means  of  implementing  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice.  The  idea  of 
presenting  certificates  for  Supportive  Community  was  well  received  at  Regional  School  and 
coordinators  from  other  conferences  are  going  to  consider  doing  this,  too.  Applications  for  these 
certificates  must  be  submitted  by  August  1.  Information  concerning  the  National  Observance  of 
Children’s  Sabbath  Sunday,  October  15-17  has  been  sent  to  district  counterparts. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Norma  Winegeart  read  the  report  from  Marilyn  Ray, 
chairperson.  Of  the  325  units  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  214  reports  were  received  on  the 
observance  of  UMW  Sunday.  Most  pastors  are  supportive  of  UMW  projects  and  programs.  Many 
units  reported  on-going  mission  projects  such  as  financial  support  for  missionaries,  operation  of  food 
banks,  clothes  closets  and  special  reading  tutorial  programs  for  children.  Total  membership  reported 
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is  11,586.  However,  no  reports  were  received  from  39  units.  Shreveport  District  reported  100%. 
Units  not  reporting  (by  district):  Acadiana  - 10;  Alexandria  - 2;  Baton  Rouge  - 3;  Lake  Charles  - 1; 
Monroe  - 4;  New  Orleans  - 7;  North  Shore  - 10;  Ruston  - 2. 

Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship  - There  are  eleven  recipients  of  the  Estelle  Dameron 
Scholarships,  including  Lyudmila  and  Marina  Vaschekina,  a mother  and  daughter  from  Ekaterinburg, 
Russia.  These  two  guests  and  four  other  recipients  are  first  timers. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lottie  Palazzo  reported  that  she  had  attended 
Regional  School  and  it  was  very  helpful,  with  many  good  ideas  which  she  will  incorporate  throughout 
this  school.  District  counterparts  have  been  asked  to  help  in  the  Resource  Room,  An  "Autograph 
Party"  is  planned  for  Friday  afternoon  for  Marilyn  Oden’s  book,  "Land  of  Sickles  and  Crosses."  This 
book  will  be  on  the  1994  Reading  Program  list.  The  Resource  Room  is  well  stocked  and  will  be  open 
at  convenient  times  for  all.  Come  by  and  Come  buv! 

SECRETARY  FOR  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Fannie  Reddix  reported  that 
she  took  pictures  of  the  March  6 Conference  Center  "Round  Up"  in  Alexandria  and  they  are  on 
display  in  the  Learning  Center.  She  participated  in  the  Spring  Retreat  and  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  While  at  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  she  was  elected  as  the  Louisiana 
representative  and  secretary  of  the  school  planning  team.  The  next  school  will  be  held  June  22-26, 
1994  in  Georgetown,  Texas.  Roscoe  Reddix  prepared  a display  on  "The  Caribbean"  for  Regional 
School  and  it  is  in  the  Learning  Center  for  this  school.  All  articles  submitted  have  been  published 
by  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Reporter  this  year. 

CONFERENCE  NEWSLETTER  - Editor  Nancy  Carruth  reported  that  the  Newsletter  is  at  the 
printers  and  will  be  mailed  next  week.  The  "31-DERFUL  Days"  insert  prepared  by  Mary  Quinones 
is  interesting  and  will  be  very  useful.  Deadline  for  new  labels  is  December  1.  Since  there  is  not  a 
Retreat  in  1994,  conference  officers  should  submit  material  for  the  January  Newsletter  highlighting 
the  work  and  concerns  of  their  specific  areas.  Deadline  for  this  Newsletter  is  January  1,  1994. 


HISTORIAN  - Kathleen  Conrad  stated  that  she  has  been  collecting  and  compiling  historical 
information  and  has  found  this  task  challenging  and  rewarding.  Several  contributions  of  books  and 
papers  have  been  made  by  United  Methodist  Women  from  throughout  the  Conference.  These  have 
greatly  helped  to  expand  our  knowledge  of  Sager  Brown  School,  African  American  United  Methodist 
Women  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  other  areas  where  there  were  gaps  in  our  historical  records. 
The  journey  has  just  begun  and  the  surface  only  touched  in  compiling  informative  and  interesting 
history  of  the  mission  work  of  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women.  Kathleen  has  a 
display  in  the  Learning  Center  of  some  of  the  recent  historical  additions. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Barbara  Hamilton,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  was  absent.  Lois  Heath,  member  of  the  committee,  gave  the  report.  The  Committee 
met  and  identified  the  forthcoming  vacancies.  All  elements  of  inclusiveness  were  considered  in 
selecting  the  nominees.  All  nominees  have  agreed  to  have  their  names  placed  in  nomination.

Norma  Winegeart  reported  that  in  the  Committee  on  Program  meeting  held  yesterday  concern 
was  expressed  that  the  reporting  time  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  needs  to  be  moved  to  an 
earlier  date.  The  Executive  Committee  does  not  receive  the  report  until  the  July  meeting,  after  it  is 
completed  and  ready  to  be  mailed.  The  only  person  on  the  Executive  Committee  from  the  Shreveport 
District  next  year  will  be  the  District  President  and  there  will  be  no  representative  from  the 
Shreveport  District  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  report  to  the  Mid-Year  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  president  appoints 
the  Historian,  Editor  and  Chairperson  of  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines.  She  also  appoints  a 
committee  on  the  place  of  Annual  Meeting.  Joyce  Hazel  suggested  that  a president-elect  might  be 
elected  to  serve  one  year  before  being  elected  president.  This  would  not  be  within  the  structure  of 
Women’s  Division  but  could  certainly  be  submitted  to  them  for  consideration.  Norma  also  expressed 
concern  that  members  elected  to  serve  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  should  be  involved  in  the 
work  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  know  those  who  are  willing  to  work  and  get  the  job  done.

This  is  an  in-conference  workshop  for  all  District  Presidents,  Conference  Executive  Committee, 
appointed  leaders  and  ex-officio  members. 

1995  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  (PELT)  - will  be  held  at  the  new  Conference  Center 
when  it  is  completed.  An  overnight  meeting  is  planned  and  a team  from  Women’s  Division  will 
participate  in  this  training  event. 

Officer  Terms  Effective  for  Calendar  Year  - Women’s  Division  has  suggested  that  terms  of 
office  for  all  offices  be  consistent  and  that  they  run  concurrent  with  the  calendar  year.  Officers 
would  be  elected  in  September  at  the  Annual  Meeting  but  would  not  take  office  until  January.  The 
treasurer  and  the  secretary  are  already  on  this  schedule,  as  are  most  of  the  local  units.  A majority  of 
other  conferences  are  on  the  calendar  year.  New  officers  would  be  able  to  attend  New  Officer 
Training  Event  (NOTE)  before  taking  office  and  retiring  officers  would  do  the  District  Elected 
Leaders  Training  before  going  out  of  office.

BEGINNING  JANUARY  1995  TERMS  OF  OFFICE  FOR  CONFERENCE  ELECTED  LEADERS 
WILL  RUN  CONCURRENT  WITH  THE  CALENDAR  YEAR.  MOTION  PASSED. 

Motion  will  be  given  to  the  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines  committee  to  be  presented  to  the 
1994  Annual  Meeting  for  action. 

1993  Retreat  - Mary  Quinones,  chairperson,  reported.  The  UMW  Conference  Retreat  was  held 
at  Tall  Timbers  Conference  Center,  Woodworth,  March  12-14.  The  theme  was  "Take  Time  To  Be 
Holy!"/"Holiness  for  Our  Time!"  Gwen  White  was  the  Retreat  Leader.  She  enabled  retreat 
participants  to  experience  a relationship  with  a Covenant  God  of  Holy  Love  and  Covenant  Living. 
We  were  called  to  remember  "who"  we  are  and  "whose"  we  are  by  remembering  our  history  in  the  Old 
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and  New  Testament.  The  closing  session  centered  on  Gratitude  and  Holiness;  the  grateful  person 
knows  that  God  is  love,  not  by  hearsay,  but  by  experience.  The  evaluations  were  filled  out  in  record 
number  and  were  very  favorable.

At  mid-year  meeting  in 
February  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  Annual  Meeting  offering  be  sent  undesignated  in 
honor  of  our  retiring  president.

Louisiana  Church  Women  United  - met  at  the  Lewis  Temple  CME  Church  in  Grumbling  and 
the  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church  in  Ruston  March  19th  and  20th,  1993.  Joyce  Reed,  a United 
Methodist  Woman,  is  the  state  president.

Norma  Winegeart  reported  that  attendance  at  state  meetings  has  dropped  in  the 
past  few  years.  About  half  of  the  persons  in  attendance  were  United  Methodist  Women.  She 
encouraged  participation  both  on  the  local  and  state  level.  The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended 
that  we  increase  our  annual  giving  to  $300.00. 

1993  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  (PELT)  - will  be  held  at  First  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Pineville,  October  23.  Geneva  Bell  is  chairperson  and  Hilda  Sills  is  serving  as  assistant. 
Geneva  distributed  training  folders  to  officers.  Included  were  officer  lists,  information  for 
implementing  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  and  other  materials  for  use  at  DELT. 

1993  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Lois  Heath,  Dean,  reported.  One  of  our  study  group 
leaders.  Sue  Johnson,  will  not  be  participating  and  they  were  unable  to  get  a replacement.  There  will 
be  at  least  30  participants  in  each  class.  The  School  Team  will  wear  their  UMW  shirts  Thursday 
morning  to  meet  and  greet  the  women  as  they  arrive.  UMW  Focus  (Officer  Update  by  conference 
officers)  will  be  Thursday  night  and  Debra  Bashaw,  a Women’s  Division  director,  will  do  that  update 
on  Friday  night.  Lois  said  that  serving  as  dean  had  been  a mountain  top  experience  and  she  was 
grateful  for  the  opportunity.  Betty  Ferrington  served  as  assistant  dean. 

1994  School  of  Christian  Mission  - July  21-24  - Fannie  Reddix  will  serve  as  Dean  and  Mary 
Quinones  as  Assistant  Dean.  Fannie  reported  that  she  participated  in  a planning  meeting  at  Regional 
School  and  has  contacted  some  of  the  suggested  study  group  leaders.  Confirmed  leaders  as  of  this  date 
are;  "Families  from  Scripture  to  Today"  - Rev.  Elton  Perry  and  Rev.  Annette  Sowell;  "Making  the 
World  Safe  for  Children"  - Lois  Heath,  Doris  Brown  and  Joy  LeBoutillier;  "African  Churches  Speak"  - 

Anne  Hearn.  The  planning  meeting  for  the  school  committee  is  scheduled  November  20  at  Trinity 
UMC  in  Bunkie.  Mary  Quinones  and  Fannie  will  attend  the  deans’  training  September  10-11,  1993 
at  Scarritt  Bennett  in  Nashville. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Kathy  Shea,  treasurer,  reported.  The  Finance  Committee  met 
May  22  and  again  today.  The  proposed  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission  was  set  at  $297,000.00  which 
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is  $3,000.00  less  than  last  year.  The  Administrative  and  Membership  Development  proposed  budget 
is  set  for  $61,200.00.  An  item  of  $2,000.00  was  added  for  Jurisdiction  Education  for  Mission  project. 


Mary  Quinones,  Financial  Interpreter,  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that 
the  financial  goal  be  revised  to  read:  "To  continue  to  increase  our  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission  by 

1.  Asking  each  United  Methodist  Woman  to  purchase  at  least  one  $5.00  Gift  to  Mission 
Card  in  1994 

2.  By  promoting  the  use  of  Gift  in  Memory  Cards." 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  SECONDED  BY  KATHY  SHEA,  THAT  THE 
FINANCIAL  GOAL  FOR  1994  BE  ACCEPTED  AS  REVISED.  MOTION  PASSED. 

$300.00  Assembly  Scholarship  - The  Core  Planning  Group  for  the  Jurisdiction  is  sending  each 
conference  $300.00  which  is  to  be  used  as  a scholarship  for  Assembly.  The  Finance  Committee 
recommends  that  this  $300.00  be  given  to  one  person  who  has  never  attended  Assembly,  a first-timer. 
Each  district  president  should  submit  one  nominee  for  this  scholarship  with  a statement  from  the 
nominee  of  not  more  than  300  words  stating,  "Why  I would  like  to  go  to  Assembly."  This  information 
should  be  sent  to  Kathy  Shea  by  September  10. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  SECONDED  BY  NANCY  CARRUTH,  THAT  THE 
RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TO  AWARD  THE  $300.00  ASSEMBLY 
GRANT  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION  CORE  PLANNING  GROUP  TO  SOMEONE  WHO  HAS 
NEVER  ATTENDED  ASSEMBLY  BE  ACCEPTED.  MOTION  PASSED. 

Selection  of  the  grant  recipient  will  be  made  prior  to  the  September  16,  1993  Conference 
Executive  Committee  meeting  by  the  following  committee:  Seola  Callahan  - chairperson,  Mary 
Pollard,  Mary  Quinones,  Geneva  Bell  and  Fannie  Reddix. 

Conference  Center  Project  - This  project  has  already  been  approved  and  will  be  presented 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  as  a recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Finance 
Committee.  Norma  read  the  following  recommendation: 

"It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  that  the  United  Methodist  Women 
of  this  Conference  accept  as  a project  for  the  new  Conference  Center  the  furnishing 
of  some  of  the  guest  rooms  at  a cost  of  $3,000.00  per  room.  This  will  be  second  mile 
giving  and  should  in  no  way  affect  the  pledge  to  mission  or  other  undesignated  giving, 
which  is  our  primary  purpose.  Funds  will  go  through  the  local  and  district  treasurers 
to  the  conference  treasurer  designated  on  line  7 as  supplementary  gifts  special 
emphasis  Louisiana  Conference  Center.  Collection  of  these  funds  should  be 
completed  by  December  31,  1994.  These  rooms  will  be  marked  as  furnished  by 
United  Methodist  Women." 

Appointed  to  chair  this  special  giving  is  Mary  Quinones,  with  assistant  chair,  Kathy  Shea. 

CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  - Norma  Winegeart,  chairperson,  reported  that  the 
committee  met  July  13,  1993.  Geneva  Bell  has  placed  on  tape  for  each  district  three  videos  -- 
including  the  new  1 1 minute  video  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice.  Mary  Pollard  reported  that  the 
Monroe  District  is  assisting  the  St.  Paul  Church  with  a building  project.  The  District  UMW  units  are 
furnishing  meats  for  volunteer  laborers  every  week-end.  The  Lake  Charles  District  has  done  a similar 
project  with  the  Jones  Church  in  Welsh.  In  line  with  our  Conference  Goal  of  "deliberately  mixing" 
the  Conference  team  was  mixed  in  room  assignments  for  the  mid-year  meeting  at  Tall  Timbers.  In 
all  but  one  room  there  were  two  whites  and  two  blacks.  Little  reaction  had  been  heard  - good  or  bad. 
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Discussion  that  followed  revealed  that  some  had  really  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  visit  on  a one- 
to-one  basis  and  had  liked  getting  to  know  each  other  better.  We  trust  that  this  will  continue  on  the 
conference  team. 

World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  - Marilyn  Ray  and  Lottie  Palazzo  were  representatives 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  UMW  to  the  North  America  Area  Region  8 meeting  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women  which  met  May  22-23  in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  The  theme  was  "Jesus 
Christ:  Strength  for  Today  - Hope  for  Tomorrow."  Participants  were  from  United  Methodist,  CME, 
AME  and  AME  Zion  congregations  in  Alabama,  Louisiana  and  Mississippi.  Each  person  was  given 
the  opportunity  to  attend  three  workshops.  The  topics  were  Aging,  Aids,  Prostitution  and  Child 
Advocacy.  There  was  also  a Bible  study  session.  Dr.  Sylvia  Faulk,  President  of  the  North  America 
Area  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  luncheon.  Gwendolyn 
Walker  was  elected  chairperson  and  Marilyn  Ray  co-chairperson  for  the  state  meeting  that  will  be 
held  at  Heard  Chapel  AME  in  Baton  Rouge  in  January  1994.  Eleven  persons  from  Louisiana 
attended. 

West  Gulf  Regional  School  - Celina  Johnson  reported  as  a member  of  the  Regional  School 
planning  team.  The  school  was  held  in  Baldwin,  Kansas  at  Baker  University,  June  23-26.  Confronted 
by  Christ  - Empowered  by  the  Spirit  was  the  theme.  Louisiana  was  well  represented.  Betty  Carlin 
wrote  a devotional  for  the  Meditation  Book.  Table  graces  were  provided  by  children  of  Dulac 
Community  Center.  Dr.  Roscoe  Reddix  provided  a display  on  the  Caribbean  for  the  Learning  Center. 
Louisiana  also  contributed  to  the  Carnival  celebration  with  doubloons,  beads  and  festive  costumes. 

South  Central  Jurisdiction  Presidents’  Consultation  - was  held  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico 
May  14-15-16,  1993.  The  president,  Lucy  Burciaga,  presided.  Norma  attended  and  reported  that  all 
17  conferences  were  present.  Information  was  shared  concerning  mission  projects  located  within  our 
conferences.  Much  discussion  was  held  concerning  the  emphasis  on  Education  for  Mission.  Hazel 
Steely  was  selected  to  chair  this  task  group  for  the  Jurisdiction.  Nominees  were  suggested  from  each 
conference  and  Cathy  Parker  of  Ponchatoula  was  selected  as  a local  unit  member  from  Louisiana. 
This  will  be  a quadrennial  emphasis.  Hazel  Steely  will  also  be  the  representative  from  Jurisdiction 
to  attend  the  Louisiana  Annual  Meeting  in  September.  The  meeting  closed  on  Sunday  morning  with 
worship  at  El  Buen  Samaritano  Church  of  the  Rio  Grande  Conference  (a  Spanish  speaking  church.) 

South  Central  Jurisdiction  Quadrennial  meeting  - May  3-5.  1996  - Charlotte  Reed  is  the 
chairperson  of  the  program  for  this  meeting  to  be  held  in  Omaha,  Nebraska.  She  asked  for  someone 
from  Louisiana  to  be  on  the  planning  committee.  Kathleen  Conrad  was  selected. 

Assembly  - April  28  - May  1.  1994  - Cincinnati.  Ohio  - Delegates  to  Assembly  will  be  elected 
at  the  September  meeting.  Assembly  packets  will  be  available  from  the  president  at  Officer  update. 

Dulac  Community  Center  - Mary  Quinones,  board  member,  reported.  There  has  been  much 
activity  at  Dulac  this  summer.  A lot  of  work  crews  are  scheduled.  The  Baton  Rouge  District  sent  75 
women  to  Dulac  in  April.  To  see  this  type  of  support  is  most  encouraging  to  the  people  there.  The 
Louisiana  Conference  has  proposed  to  make  Dulac  a conference  project.  Nothing  is  final  on  this. 
Details  are  still  being  worked  out  and  possibilities  researched.  Mary  had  a meeting  with  Joyce  Sohl, 
Deputy  General  Director  of  the  Women’s  Division.  She  explained  to  Joyce  the  position  of  the  board. 
It  is  important  that  we  in  Louisiana  continue  to  support  Dulac  in  every  way  that  we  can. 

St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  - Lynn  Foil  sent  a report.  Long  range  plans  were  submitted 
at  the  June  board  meeting.  There  was  a recommendation  to  bring  in  a strategic  planner  as  a 
consultant  to  the  staff  and  board  to  help  with  this  development.  It  is  hoped  that  this  long  range 
planning  will  be  completed  by  1994.  Lynn  has  been  assured  that  St.  Mark’s  will  be  represented  at  all 
Conference  functions.  They  were  not  at  Annual  Conference.  Transportation,  especially  financial, 
is  a problem  and  the  Board  is  addressing  this.  Other  complaints  such  as  acknowledgment  of  donations 
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and  lack  of  response  to  requests  for  brochures  are  also  being  addressed.  Lynn  is  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  Board  as  New  Orleans  District  UMW  President. 

People’s  Community  Center  - Celina  Johnson  reported  that  People’s  Community  Center  is  in 
the  midst  of  a summer  program  for  youngsters  of  the  community.  The  population  for  day  care  drops 
in  the  summer  and  is  at  a low  at  this  present  time.  Playground  equipment  arrived  in  early  June  and 
is  being  installed.  This  was  one  of  the  stipulations  for  certification.  The  Ruth  Carter  Auxiliary 
purchased  a new  institutional  dishwasher.  This  was  one  of  the  larger  items  on  the  "Wish  List."  Rev. 
Marva  Mitchell  is  entering  her  second  year  as  director  and  is  doing  a very  good  job. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

ACADIANA  DISTRICT  - Emily  McCoy,  president,  reported  that  attendance  was  gooa  at  the 
spring  retreat  which  was  held  at  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church,  Baldwin.  The  new  unit  organized 
in  late  1992  is  doing  well  and  a new  unit  will  be  received  by  transfer.  There  are  32  active  units  in 
the  district.  Several  members  attended  the  Conference  Center  Roundup  in  Alexandria  and  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  in  Shreveport. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Esther  Sanson,  president,  reported  that  Alexandria  District  is 
excited  about  hosting  Annual  Meeting  in  September  and  is  busy  making  preparations  for  the  special 
event.  There  was  good  attendance  at  Retreat  in  March  in  spite  of  the  weather,  the  Conference  Center 
Roundup,  Annual  Conference  and  there  are  several  registered  for  School  of  Christian  Mission. 
District  Mini-School  will  be  held  at  Nolley  Memorial  UMC  in  Jena  on  August  7.  The  District  Annual 
Meeting  will  be  held  October  3 at  David  Haas  UMC  in  Bunkie  and  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training 
at  Palestine  UMC,  November  6.  There  are  851  members  reported;  75%  are  in  the  older  age  group. 

BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT  - Rita  Parham,  president,  reported  that  Baton  Rouge  District 
has  been  busy  fulfilling  goals,  searching  for  new  units  and  keeping  old  established  ones  on  the  move. 
Fifteen  members  attended  the  Conference  Retreat.  Our  district  Mission  Tour  (two  buses  of  excited 
UMW  members)  was  April  17.  We  visited  Dulac  Community  Center,  the  UMCOR  unit  working  in 
Dulac,  and  MacDonell  Children’s  Services  in  Houma.  The  tour  was  successful  in  helping  us  to 
understand  where  mission  dollars  go  and  we  returned  even  more  committed  to  make  mission  work. 
We  have  participated  in  Church  Women  United  World  Day  of  Prayer,  May  Fellowship  Day  and  the 
State  Assembly.  Mini-School  will  be  held  at  Neely  UMC,  Saturday,  August  7 and  we  will  have  a 
special  emphasis  on  children’s  studies.  District  Annual  Meeting  will  be  held  Saturday,  October  2,  at 
University  UMC  in  Baton  Rouge.  A district  name  and  address  directory  has  been  updated  and  will 
be  available  at  the  annual  meeting.

There  was  also 
good  attendance  at  a Peace  With  Justice  Worship  Service,  July  11,  as  Carol  Walker  spoke  on  "God’s 
Disturbing  Peace."  Mini-School  of  Missions  will  be  held  on  August  29  at  Squyres  UMC.  District 
Annual  meeting  will  be  at  Welsh  Memorial  UMC  in  Vinton  on  October  2.  Carol  Walker  will  speak 
at  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  on  November  6. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Vera  Bulloch,  president,  reported  that  there  has  been  much  activity 
in  the  Monroe  District.  Vera  met  with  the  United  Methodist  Foundation  in  January  to  explain  the 
Migrant  Children’s  Dental/Health  Care  Mission  program  at  Memorial  UMC  and  answer  questions 
regarding  the  request  for  grant  funds.

June  Sanchez,  vice  president,  planned  a unique  and  exciting  Spring  Retreat  using  the  theme,  "Can 
Your  Life  Sing  Music,"  and  the  affirmation  in  the  district  was  a loud,  "Yes."  Ms.  Connie  Breaux  has 
organized  a group  of  Methodist  Women  in  New  Orleans  and  they  call  themselves  the  Methodist 
Connection.  What  started  out  as  a group  of  black  singers  has  been  approached  by  a man  and  several 
white  women  and  the  invitation  is,  "Come  On."  June  had  asked  them  if  they  could  take  us  out  on 
a high,  and  did  they  ever!  Lynn  reported  attending  many  meetings,  visiting  units,  speaking  for  UMW 
celebrations  and  trips  to  Tulane,  St.  Mark’s,  Conference  Board  of  Laity  in  Alexandria  and  Council 
on  Ministries. 

NORTH  SHORE  DISTRICT  - Gail  Epperson,  president,  reported  that  she  had  communicated 
with  all  the  District  Mission  Team  who  had  not  been  attending  meetings  and  expressed  her  concern 
for  the  district.  On  June  12  there  was  99%  attendance  at  the  meeting  to  plan  the  school  display  and 
almost  as  many  at  another  meeting  since  then.

Sarah  Schoeffler  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin 
presented  at  Annual  Conference.  There  was  a note  of  regret  from  Mary  Pollard  who  will  be  unable 
to  attend  Annual  Meeting  due  to  the  illness  of  her  husband.  Fannie  Reddix  is  unable  to  be  present 
because  her  husband  is  in  the  hospital. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS  - The  president  announced  the  deaths  of  the  Marie  Young’s  mother  and 
Mildred  Brunson,  wife  of  the  former  director  of  Dulac.

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  as  received  are  on  file  giving  details  of  the  following 
highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - This  report,  the  final  report  as  Conference  President,  contained  highlights  of 
Norma’s  term  in  office.  She  listed  the  various  meetings  and  activities  in  which  she  attended  and 
participated. 
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Funds  available  -Norma  asked  that  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  Conference  be  aware 
of  funds  available  through  the  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  These  monies  accrue  as  the 
result  of  the  sale  of  Business  Girl’s  Inn,  a former  project  in  Shre\  eport.  They  are  in\  ested  with  the 
United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  and  requests  for  these  funds  should  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Global  Ministries  prior  to  the  Convocation  of  Boards  in  January.  Reverend  Vernon  Fairley  knows 
about  the  funds. 

Norma  noted  that  from  1989  to  1992  our  organization  has  lost  over  500  members  and  although  our 
total  giving  has  increased  we  have  not  met  our  Conference  pledge  to  mission. 

She  closed  with  a note  of  thanks  for  four  wonderful  years  and  for  the  friendships  she  will  enjoy  for 
a life-time. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  reporting. 

Annual  Meeting  1994  - Betty  received  a letter  from  Jean  Rockhold  saying  that  she  was  unable 
to  chair  the  1994  Annual  Meeting.  Mary  Margaret  Barr  was  contacted  and  agreed  to  serve  as  Program 
Chairperson  for  the  event. 

1995  Retreat  - Chairperson  Seola  Callahan  contacted  the  Conference  Office  about  using  the 
new  Conference  Center  for  the  retreat.  They  requested  that  we  not  plan  on  using  it  due  to  the  size 
of  the  retreat.  They  would  like  the  first  event  to  be  smaller  in  case  of  unexpected  happenings.  Betty 
Carlin  will  co-chair  the  retreat. 

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  is  seriously  ill  in  Cabrini  Hospital  so  her  report  was  not 
available  at  this  time. 

TREASURER  - Kathryn  Shea  reported  a balance  of  $51 ,332.95  in  an  interest  bearing  account. 
Districts  have  received  three-fourths  of  their  1993  A&MD  budget  funds.  Of  our  $300,000  pledge  to 
mission,  $108,612.73  had  been  paid  at  mid-year  by  individual  members.  Kathy  informed  the 
committee  that  vouchers  must  have  documented  receipts  attached  for  meals,  etc.  Auditors  now 
require  this. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  that  gifts 
totaling  $9,579.61  had  been  received  so  far  for  the  Mission  Candle. 

1994  Mission  Ribbons  were  distributed  to  those  present  who  desired  to  purchase  them  at  this 
time.  They  will  be  on  sale  tomorrow  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  purple  ribbons  bear  the  logo, 
"Count  Me  In."  Those  selling  the  ribbons  will  be  wearing  aprons  designed  by  Kathleen  Conrad  and 
Evelyn  Deich  of  Acadiana  District. 

Assembly  Delegates  - Norma  reported  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Conference  Standing  Rules 
or  Guidelines  to  indicate  the  number  of  delegates  to  be  elected  to  attend  Assembly  of  United 
Methodist  Women  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  April  28  - May  1,  1994.  The  Constitution  and  By-laws  say 
that  Women’s  Division  is  responsible  for  deciding  the  number,  so  she  spoke  with  Barbara  Campbell 
at  Women’s  Division  and  SCJ  Core  Planning  Group  President  Lucy  Burciaga  and  neither  of  them 
could  offer  any  information.  Each  district  receives  $400  to  be  used  at  their  discretion  for  attendance 
at  Assembly. 


MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  QUINONES,  SECONDED  BY  GAIL  EPPERSON,  THAT  THE 
MONIES  AVAILABLE  FOR  CONFERENCE  ASSEMBLY  DELEGATES  BE  DIVIDED  AMONG 
THOSE  ELECTED  OFFICERS  WHO  CAN  ATTEND.  MOTION  CARRIED. 
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Assembly  Travel  - Kathy  Shea  provided  information  about  bus  transportation  to  Cincinnati. 
A luxury  bus  leaving  from  Alexandria,  Dixie  Land  Tours,  would  cost  about  $100  round  trip.  The  trip 
takes  17  hours.  Betty  Carlin  announced  that  UniGlobe  Travel  out  of  Corpus  Christi,  which  is  owned 
by  Joanne  Wilshussen,  will  give  to  missions  15  percent  of  each  flight  booked  through  them. 

Assembly  Scholarships  - Kathy  Shea  announced  that  Fannie  Thompson  of  the  New  Orleans 
District  was  the  winner  of  a $300.00  Jurisdiction  Scholarship  to  Assembly. 

Core  Planning  Group  - Cathy  Parker  reported  that  the  Core  Planning  Group  met  in  Kansas 
City  in  July  to  begin  planning  for  a new  training  program  called  "Education  for  Mission."  Plans  were 
made  for  task  forces  in  each  conference  to  visit  existing  mission  sites  and  learn  about  their  current 
programs.  Seminars  will  be  held  in  each  conference  to  educate  members. 

Hazel  Steely  added  that  the  goal  of  this  program  is  to  revitalize  the  organization  around  its 
primary  focus,  women  in  mission,  and  that  the  pilot  project  will  be  in  March.  One  local  woman,  two 
district,  and  two  conference  women  will  be  invited  to  come  into  the  training  at  Jurisdiction  expense. 


1993  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Norma  read  the  report  of  Dean,  Lois  Heath.  There  were 
226  in  attendance.  Highlights  included  being  able  to  share  with  a mother  and  daughter  from  Russia 
and  having  an  autograph  session  for  signing  the  book  written  by  Marilyn  Brown  Oden.  Evaluations 
indicated  that  participants  liked  the  schedule  used  this  year. 

1993  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  - Geneva  Bell,  chairperson,  announced  that 
registration  will  be  at  9 a.m.  on  October  23  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Pineville.  The  opening 
devotional  will  begin  at  9:30.  Officer  training  will  be  from  10:00  to  12:00  (12:30,  if  needed).  Lunch 
will  be  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  church  from  12:00  to  1:00.  The  sending  forth  will  be  at  1:00. 
District  Presidents  are  to  receive  packets  of  information  before  their  district  annual  meetings. 
Members  were  reminded  that  outgoing  officers  are  responsible  for  training. 

1994  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Mary  Quinones  reported  that  she  and  Fannie  Reddix 
attended  the  training  for  Deans  and  Assistant  Deans  at  Scarritt-Bennett  Center  in  Nashville, 
September  10-11.  They  came  home  with  lots  of  ideas  for  the  school,  some  of  which  they  will  share 
at  the  November  20  meeting  at  Bunkie.  A tote  bag  to  be  introduced  for  sale  at  School  next  summer 
was  displayed.  It  will  be  sold  at  registration  for  about  $6.00  with  money  going  undesignated  to 
missions. 

1994  West  Gulf  Regional  School  - Fannie  Reddix  is  our  representative  on  the  planning  team 
for  the  school.  They  will  meet  in  November  at  Scarritt-Bennett  Center. 

World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  - Lottie  Palazzo  reported  that  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women  State  Meeting  is  to  be  held  Saturday,  January  22,  1994  at  Trinity  United 
Methodist  Church,  Bunkie.  Gwendolyn  Walker  of  New  Orleans  is  chairperson  and  Marilyn  Ray,  co- 
chair. Dr.  Richard  Hodges  of  the  Methodist  Home  in  New  Orleans  will  present  a session  on  Child 
Advocacy.  There  will  also  be  a session  on  "Ageing."  Two  ministers  on  the  committee,  Mary  Moody 
and  Helena  Wright-Butler,  will  conduct  the  worship  services.  Registration  begins  at  9:00  a.m.  and 
the  program  concludes  at  3:00  p.m.  Advance  registration  is  $10.00;  at  the  meeting  registration  will 
be  $12.00. 

Leadership  Development  Workshop  - Mary  Quinones  reminded  those  present  of  the  workshop, 
January  14-16,  1994  at  Tall  Timbers.

Editor  - Nancy  Carruth  reminded  District  Presidents  to  see  that  the  District  Secretaries  receive 
their  mailing  labels  at  DELT.  They  must  use  the  labels  provided  in  order  for  them  to  copy  properly. 
Deadline  for  mailing  labels  is  December  1 and  information  to  go  into  the  January  Newsletter  must 
be  received  by  January  1,  1994.  The  January  Newsletter  will  highlight  the  new  officers.  There  will 
be  room  also  if  any  officer  wishes  to  highlight  their  work. 

Evaluation  Forms  - Evaluation  forms  for  local  units  were  distributed  to  the  District  Presidents 
by  Norma. 

Conference  Center  Project  - The  word  voluntary  was  added  to  the  proposed  recommendation 
for  furnishing  guest  rooms  at  the  Conference  Center.  There  was  some  question  as  to  the  cost  per 
room  so  the  recommendation  will  read  "at  a cost  of  $3,000  to  $5,000  per  room."  Assuming  a positive 
vote  at  Annual  Meeting  tomorrow,  Norma  appointed  Seola  Callahan,  Celina  Johnson,  and  Emily 
McCoy  to  the  committee  to  see  that  funds  are  collected  and  distributed  properly  and  promote  the 
project.

The  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  opened 
Friday,  September  17,  1993  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  Sanctuary  of  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist 
Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana.  President  Norma  Winegeart  convened  the  meeting  and  presided.  The 
president  led  the  assembly  in  affirming  the  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women  read  in  unison. 

WELCOME  - Welcomes  were  given  by  Reverend  Larry  O’Dell,  pastor  of  Horseshoe  Drive 
United  Methodist  Church;  Jane  Deville,  President  of  Horseshoe  Drive  United  Methodist  Women;  and 
Esther  Sanson,  President  of  Alexandria  District  United  Methodist  Women.

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PROGRAM  - Betty  Carlin,  Chairperson  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
and  Muriel  Miller,  Assistant  Chairperson,  presented  the  program.  "Hymn  of  Promise"  was  the  theme 
hymn;  the  scripture,  II  Corinthians  1:20-21.  The  program  cover  was  designed  by  Sandra  Sues. 

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE  - Judy  Rountree,  former  Conference  UMW 
Treasurer,  conducted  the  lighting  of  the  Mission  Candle,  with  these  words. .."In  this  the  fourteenth 
lighting  of  our  mission  candle  we  come  to  say  "Yes,  Count  Me  In"  to  God  in  claiming  the  promises 
he  has  made  to  us.  This  flame  represents  the  love  of  Christ  co-riingling  our  past  heritage,  our  present 
actions,  and  our  future  intentions.  As  the  flame  ignites  and  goes  upward,  the  love  it  represents  joins 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  flows  across  creation.  Our  flame  of  love  will  burn  for  4 hours,  38  minutes, 
and  28  seconds  representing  $10,907.75  to  carry  out  God’s  promises  of  mission  to  women  and 
children.  As  you  have  given  freely  to  this  offering  in  love  and  in  honor,  please  claim  God’s  promises 
with  the  affirmation,  "Count  Me  In"  as  the  candle  is  lit."  The  Mission  Candle  was  lighted  at  1:19  p.m. 

OPENING  WORSHIP  - Music  directors  for  the  Annual  Meeting  were  Phil  Hardgrave,  George 
and  Judy  Gross.  Accompanists  were  Ann  Jones  and  George  Gross.  Worship  began  with  the  singing 
of  the  theme  hymn,  "Hymn  of  Promise."  Norma  Winegeart  read  a poem  given  to  her  by  Carolyn 
Colvin  of  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport,  and  written  by  Marla  Moore.  The  poem  spoke 
of  the  risks  of  leaving  the  security  of  the  cocoon.  Excerpts  from  the  opening  devotional  given  by 
Reverend  Elizabeth  Northen  of  the  Raymond-Elton  charge  follow: 

"...God’s  promises. ..Carrying  out  God’s  promises. ..When  you  talk  about  carrying  out  God’s 
promises,  it  means  somebody’s  going  to  have  to  work. ..Carrying  out  God’s  promises. ..Count  me 
in. ..That  somebody  had  turned  into  me. ..It’s  nice  to  tliink  about  God  and  think  about  all  the 
assurances  he  has  given  to  us. ..that  he  will  provide  for  us,  that  we  will  be  secure,  that  he  will  love  us, 
that  he  will  heal  us,  that  he  will  forgive  us  of  the  things  that  we  do.  And  that’s  a nice,  warm  cocoon. 
But  then  we  begin  to  hear  the  carrying  out  part  and  we  realize  there’s  a reason  that  we  have  been 
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nurtured,  and  fed,  and  healed.  But  the  really  scary  part  comes  when  they  ask  who’s  going  to  be  the 
one  to  do  the  carrying  out  and  we  find  ourselves  saying,  ’Count  me  in.’  The  scripture  theme  for  this 
meeting  comes  from  the  Second  Book  of  Corinthians. ..2  Corinthians  2:17b-22...the  first  thing  I want 
you  to  notice  about  this  passage  of  scripture  was  that  Paul  was  arguing  with  somebody.  He  said. ..I 
want  you  to  know  I’m  not  a person  who  says  yes  and  no.  It’s  always  yes. ..that  is  what  God  does.  God 
answers  us  with  a yes.  God  is  faithful.  His  yes  is  yes,  yes,  and  yes.  It  is  not  yes  and  no,  it  is  not  yes 
maybe,  it  is  not  yes  but,  it  is  yes  and  yes.  God  is  faithful  and  it  doesn’t  matter  which  of  those 
promises  that  we  want  to  think  about.  The  answer  is  yes.  The  promise  we  need  to  think  about  today 
is  empowerment.  The  empowerment. ..comes  to  us  in  the  body  of  Christ.  You  women  are  joined 
together  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  have  been  empowered  to  carry  out  God’s  promises. ..look 
to  the  person  on  your  right.  Look  to  the  person  on  your  left.  Look  at  them,  really  look  at  them.  Look 
at  the  person  in  front  of  you.  Look  at  the  person  behind  you.  You  have  been  united  together  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  be  the  word  incarnate.  This  is  our  heritage  as  Christians.  Are  we  willing  to  take  on 
the  flesh?. ..to  become  the  flesh,  the  feet,  and  hands  of  God?  Are  we  willing  to  say  yes,  and  yes,  and 
yes.  It’s  very  frightening  at  times  to  say  yes.  And  it  always  brings  us  back  to  the  beginning  point. 
God  says  yes.  So  when  it’s  scary  we  can  go  back  to  the  promises  that  God  will  be  there,  he  will  guide 
us,  we  will  be  empowered. ..we  will  be  able  to  be  God’s  hands  and  feet  in  mission.  Each  of  those 
persons  you  looked  at  is  part  of  God’s  hands  and  feet,  or  you  may  be  his  eyes,  or  his  ears  or  you  may 
be  his  mouth,  but  you  have  been  called  into  mission  and  you  have  the  assurance  of  God’s  yes.  Amen. 

This  portion  of  the  program  closed  with  special  music  by  Connie  Chenevert. 

GREETINGS  FROM  MRS.  ODEN  - "Dear  friends.  How  good  it  is  to  be  with  you,  to  look  out 
over  people  I love.  I feel  so  blessed  that  our  lives  have  touched.  I want  to  share  with  you  that  Bill 
does  have  a conflict  right  now  and  he  will  be  in  later,  but  did  not  want  to  disrupt  at  that  time.  He 
asked  me  to  greet  you  for  him.  He  wanted  me  to  tell  you  that  he  appreciates  United  Methodist 
Women  as  a group,  but  also  each  of  you  individually  for  all  that  you  do  for  your  church  and  your 
community.  He  says  thank  you. 

I would  like  to  tell  you  some  wonderful  story  about  breaking  my  wrist,  like  I was  protecting 
Bill  from  an  attacker.  Actually  I was  helping  my  daughter  move  for  her  last  year  at  seminary  in 
Chicago  and  I just  simply  slipped  and  fell.  It  got  me  out  of  a lot  of  work.  I want  to  share  with  you 
also  that  if  I were  in  Ekaterinburg  at  the  children’s  hospital,  I would  be  in  traction  and  a soft  cast 
lying  on  a very  thin  mattress  - if  I had  a mattress  - on  a tiny,  little  cot  and  I would  be  there  for 
months.  And  I wouldn’t  have  had  the  tad  of  morphine  I had  when  they  reset  my  arm.  And  if  I - my 
arm  were  not  quite  long  enough  to  reach  the  traction  I would  have  to  prop  myself  up  on  my  elbow 
because  my  cot  would  not  adjust.  How  many  of  you  did  meet  Marina  and  Lyudmila  Vashekina  this 
summer?  They  loved  you  and  felt  loved  by  you.  One  of  the  missions  of  their  church  is  that 
children’s  hospital  I was  telling  you  about.  And  in  a way  that’s  one  of  our  missions  also  because  of 
our  sponsoring  the  church  in  Ekaterinburg.  It  just  seemed  timely  to  share  that  story  with  you  since 
I’m  such  a show  and  tell  on  broken  bones  at  this  time. 

Again  I greet  you  on  behalf  of  Bill  and  myself  and  say  what  a joy  it  is  always  to  get  to  be 
with  you." 

BUSINESS  SESSION: 

APPOINTMENTS  - Geneva  Bell  and  Lottie  Palazzo  were  appointed  to  examine  the  journal 
of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

VOTING  DELEGATES  ESTABLISHED  - The  president  read  the  rule  for  establishing  the 
voting  delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  - Norma  Winegeart 
announced  that  the  Conference  Secretary,  Seola  Callahan  was  in  the  hospital  and  Acting  Secretary, 
Evelyn  Evans,  read  the  following  recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committee; 
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The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Finance  recommend  that  the  Louisiana 
Conference  United  Methodist  Women  accept  as  a project  the  furnishing  of  some  of  the  lodge  guest 
rooms  at  our  new  Conference  Center  at  a cost  of  $3,000  to  $5,000  per  room. 

This  will  be  a voluntary  second  mile  giving  and  should  in  no  way  affect  the  pledge  to  mission 
or  other  undesignated  giving,  which  is  our  primary  purpose.  Funds  will  go  through  the  local  and 
district  treasurers  to  the  conference  treasurer,  designated  on  line  7 as  supplementary  gifts  special 
emphasis  Louisiana  Conference  Center.  Collection  of  these  funds  should  be  completed  by  December 
31,  1994.  These  rooms  will  be  marked  as  furnished  by  United  Methodist  Women. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  EVELYN  EVANS  THAT  THE  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  BE  ADOPTED.  MOTION  SECONDED  AND  PASSED. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  - President  Norma  Winegeart  gave  the  following  report: 

"Our  phrase  from  "The  Hymn  of  Promise"  is,  "in  the  snow  and  cold  of  winter  there’s  a Spring 
that  waits  to  be."  We  first  met  on  a cold  winter  day  in  January  to  plan  this  meeting  and  the  seasons 
have  come  and  gone  as  we  now  look  forward  to  the  cool,  crisp  days  of  Fall.  Isn’t  it  wonderful  that 
our  God  made  our  Earth  in  such  a way  that  we  can  depend  on  the  seasons.  We  find  God’s  promise 
of  seasons  in  Genesis  8:22:  "As  long  as  the  world  exists,  there  will  be  a time  for  planting  and  a time 
for  harvest.  There  will  always  be  cold  and  heat,  summer  and  winter,  day  and  night."  Thank  you. 
Lord,  for  the  Seasons. 

As  we  began  to  plan,  evaluation  sheets  revealed  that  some  did  not  want  to  include  a business 
session. ..But,  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  meeting.  Many  of  us  have  spent  hours  of  travel  and 
preparation  to  keep  the  programs  going  and  we  do  want  to  share  brief  reports  with  you.  And,  we 
must  elect  officers.  So,  we’d  like  to  share  the  harvest  from  the  seeds  planted  in  the  cold  of  winter. 

Last  year  the  Women’s  Division  formed  a "Five  Year  Strategic  Planning  Process."  Nineteen 
units  from  Louisiana  were  among  the  1,500  across  the  country  that  were  asked  to  fill  out 
questionnaires.  The  top  concerns  were  attracting  younger  women  and  membership  expansion.  Non- 
members urged  local  units  to  provide  child  care  and  to  sponsor  special  programs  for  younger  women’s 
concerns,  or  create  new  circles  for  younger  women. 

The  questionnaire  revealed  that  82  percent  are  interested  in  LOCAL  mission  projects;  while 
only  47  and  45  percent  are  interested  in  national  and  world  mission.  This  reflects  in  our  Conference 
giving.  We  could  have  easily  met  our  pledge  to  mission  if  we  had  paid  this  first  before  spending 
money  on  local  missions.  We  are  a MISSION  organization  and  we  MUST  look  beyond  our  own 
hometown. ..and  as  our  Purpose  says  "participate  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church." 

The  Women’s  Division  owns  the  properties  and  National  Division  supervises  projects  in 
Louisiana:  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans,  MacDonell’s  United  Methodist  Children’s 
Services,  Inc.  in  Houma,  the  Dulac  Community  Center  in  Dulac,  and  the  Sager-Brown  Enabling 
Ministries  at  Baldwin.  Directors  from  these  projects  will  speak  to  us  later  in  our  program  today. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  has  been  selected  as  one  of  the  five  in  our  Jurisdiction  as  a 
Conference  Focus  Group.  Someone  from  the  Women’s  Division  will  come  to  the  mid-year  Executive 
Committee  meeting  next  February  and  immediately  afterward  meet  with  the  elected  leadership  of  the 
Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  Districts.  Lottie  Palazzo  and  Kathleen  Conrad  have  been  selected  to 
carry  this  information  to  three  local  units,  which  have  not  yet  been  chosen,  and  to  one  group  of  non- 
members - United  Methodists  who  are  not  members  of  United  Methodist  Women.  We  are  delighted 
to  be  a part  of  this  planning  process  for  our  FUTURE. 

In  1990  we  had  132  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  attend  the  quadrennial  ASSEMBLY  in 
Kansas  City.  Packets  for  the  1994  ASSEMBLY  were  distributed  during  the  School  of  Christian 
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Mission  in  July  and  we  have  more  available  at  this  meeting.  There  is  enough  material  in  each  packet 
to  register  one  room  of  one  to  four  people.  We  estimate  it  will  cost  $550  to  attend  if  you  fly. 

The  ASSEMBLY  will  be  held  April  28-May  1,  1994  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  convention 
center  has  a seating  capacity  of  12,000  and  when  this  number  is  reached  registration  will  be  closed; 
2,000  have  already  registered.  Four  years  ago  the  capacity  was  received  prior  to  the  February 
deadline.  So,  if  you  plan  to  go,  I urge  you  to  get  your  roommates  of  2,3  or  4 persons  and  send  in  your 
registration  NOW.  Information  concerning  our  block  of  hotel  rooms  is  in  each  packet.  You  may  stay 
wherever  you  can  get  a room,  but  our  rooms  are  in  the  Omni  Netherland  Plaza  which  is  20  minutes 
from  the  airport  and  within  walking  distance  of  the  convention  center.  I talked  with  the  Assembly 
Office  on  Wednesday.  There  are  33  people  from  Louisiana  already  registered  and  they  have  spoken 
for  1 1 rooms.  Registration  acknowledgements  were  delayed  but  you  should  be  receiving  them  and 
your  hotel  information  soon.  The  Alexandria  District  has  looked  into  plans  to  take  a bus.  If  you  are 
interested,  contact  Kathy  Shea. 

An  exciting  "first"  for  this  ASSEMBLY  is  that  they  are  planning  a live  telecast  via  satellite 
from  the  convention  center  on  that  Saturday  night  to  downlink  sites  in  each  conference.  Watch  for 
further  details. 

Fannie  Thompson  from  New  Orleans  has  been  selected  to  receive  a $300  Assembly  Scholarship 
that  was  provided  to  the  conference  by  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Plannning  Group. 

Each  District  will  have  $400  from  monies  set  aside  by  the  Conference  for  ASSEMBLY.  I am 
delighted  that  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  has  voted  to  divide  the  remaining  ASSEMBLY 
FUNDS  equally  among  the  conference  elected  officers  who  will  attend.  Therefore,  our  entire 
conference  team  may  be  able  to  go  to  Cincinnati. 

Joyce  Sohl,  our  deputy  general  secretary,  reported  to  us  at  Regional  School  that  membership 
is  down.  We  have  lost  over  500  members  over  the  past  four  years.  Undesignated  giving  through 
pledge  to  mission  and  other  undesignated  giving  channels  remains  strong  - though  we  have  failed  to 
meet  our  pledge  to  mission.  Interest  on  investments  is  down  - as  all  of  us  know  who  depend  on 
interest  on  investments. 

We  have  not  met  our  pledge  to  mission  for  the  past  four  years.  Nonetheless,  we  have  asked 
you  to  accept  the  Project  to  furnish  rooms  in  our  Conference  Center.  This  Project  MUST  NOT  take 
away  from  our  mission  pledge  money.  Virtually  every  local  unit  spends  money  locally  that  does  not 
go  through  the  district  or  conference  treasurers.  According  to  the  new  Conference  Journal  $324,143 
was  given  in  this  manner  in  1992.  It  is  my  hope  that  you  designate  some  of  your  local  funds  - and 
bazaar  earnings  - first  of  all  to  pay  your  PLEDGE  TO  MISSION  and  then  to  this  cause.  I am  excited 
about  our  Conference  Center  and  trust  that  you  are  supporting  it  through  your  local  churches  and  that 
your  units  will  join  in  this  over  and  above  gift.  We  expect  to  have  most  of  our  Conference  UMW 
meetings  at  the  Conference  Center  as  soon  as  it  is  available. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  our  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July  was  the  presence  of  Marina 
and  Lyudmila  Vashekina  from  our  Methodist  Church  in  Ekaterinburg,  Russia.  They  attended  as 
recipients  of  the  Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship  fund.  Marilyn  Oden  is  our  conference  liaison  with  the 
Russian  Initiative  and  she  has  already  spoken  about  them.  Supplementary  gifts  may  be  sent  through 
your  local  treasurer  using  Conference  Advance  Special  #3588R. 

Marina  and  Lyudmila  returned  with  a group  from  the  Broadmoor  Church  in  Shreveport  who 
went  to  help  them  have  a Vacation  Bible  School  in  Ekaterinburg.  They  were  on  the  front  page  of  the 
"Louisiana  Methodist"  a couple  of  times  recently. 
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This  will  be  my  last  official  report  to  you,  for  my  term  as  president  will  end  at  the  close  of 
this  meeting.  It  has  demanded  lots  of  my  time  and  energy  but  I have  thoroughly  enjoyed  it.  I am  well 
acquainted  with  1-49.  When  I lived  here  in  Alexandria,  I used  to  wonder  if  I’d  live  long  enough  to 
get  to  ride  on  it.  I have  driven  approximately  40,000  miles  during  these  four  years  attending  UMW 
or  Conference  related  meetings  on  your  behalf.  It  makes  a difference  where  you  live.  For  the  first 
3 1/2  years  we  lived  in  Plain  Dealing,  which  is  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  state  - almost  in 
Arkansas  - and  that’s  a long  way  from  Baton  Rouge,  where  many  of  the  meetings  were  held.  My 
preacher-husband  retired  at  Annual  Conference  and  we  have  moved  to  Shreveport  and  live  in  the 
house  my  folks  built  when  I was  in  high  school.  I’ve  driven  less  miles  since  June  because  to  attend 
Annual  Conference  and  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  it’s  only  three-tenths  of  a mile  from  our 
house  to  the  Centenary  College  campus. 

In  these  four  years  I have  flown  to  ; Kansas  City  three  times  - once  for  Assembly  and  twice 
to  go  on  to  Regional  School  at  Baker  University  in  Baldwin  City,  Kansas;  to  a Nashville  Region 
meeting  at  Scarritt-Bennett  Center  in  Nashville;  to  a Women’s  Division  meeting  in  New  York;  to  a 
National  Division  Institutions  meeting  in  New  Jersey;  and  to  Jurisdiction  President’s  Consultations 
in  El  Paso  and  Albuquerque. 

I hope  you  read  my  article  of  appreciation  in  the  last  "Newsletter."  In  addition  I say  THANKS 
to  all  who  have  been  on  the  Conference  team  during  these  four  years.  Your  cooperation  and  attention 
during  our  meetings,  though  most  have  been  lengthy,  have  made  things  go  smoothly.  Each  one  doing 
her  job  has  been  deeply  appreciated. 

Many  of  you  have  had  me  on  your  prayer  list  and  I have  been  well  aware  of  your  prayer 
support.  I commend  to  you  the  nominees  for  the  coming  year  and  trust  that  you  will  give  them  your 
full  cooperation  and  that  you  will  uphold  them  in  your  prayers. 

This  Annual  Meeting  calls  us  together  to  celebrate  our  life  in  mission  and  to  say  "Count  Me 
In"  as  we  commit  ourselves  anew  to  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  our  Savior." 

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  - Joyce  Reed  reminded  those  present  that  United  Methodist 
Women  are  members  of  Church  Women  United.  She  invited  those  who  do  not  participate  in  the 
program  to  become  involved.  The  six  priorities  for  Church  Women  United  in  the  1992-1996 
quadrennium  are  health  care  and  the  environment,  economic  alternatives,  financial  development, 
better  communications,  diversity,  and  revitalization.  New  brochures  on  fundraising  and  booklets  on 
revitalization  can  be  helpful  in  the  local  UMW  unit  as  well.  These  are  available  from  Joyce. 

ORIENTATION  IN  MISSION  - Doris  Brown  spoke  of  attending  an  Orientation  in  Mission 
workshop  sponsored  by  Women’s  Division  in  New  York  City  in  September  1990.  She  reflected  on  her 
misgivings  when  she  found  that  her  roommate  would  be  an  "Asian."  The  Spirit  of  God,  however, 
formed  a special  sisterhood  among  all  those  who  attended  the  event.  Therefore,  when  she  was  asked 
to  speak  at  a reunion  of  those  who  had  attended  the  Orientation,  she  found  her  message  changed  by 
the  death  of  Sung  Yi,  her  roommate,  the  year  prior  to  the  reunion.  She  spoke  instead  about  her 
struggle  to  accept  Sung  Yi  and  Sung  Yi’s  struggle  to  accept  her,  their  struggle  to  accept  each  other. 
She  concluded  by  saying  that  "we  need  each  other,  we  need  our  similarities,  our  differences,  the 
flavor  that  makes  good  sisterhood,  brotherhood,  Christ-likeness.  Each  culture,  each  person 
contributing  her  gift,  her  talent  her  uniqueness  that  makes  us  all  one.  Then  we  can  join  in  this  task 
for  mission  together  as  sisters  united  under  Christ..." 

WORLD  FEDERATION  OF  METHODIST  WOMEN  - Excerpts  from  the  report  given  by 
Marilyn  Ray  follow; 

"The  World  Federation  of  United  Methodist  Women  is  a sisterhood  that  recognizes  groups  of 
Methodist  women.  It  is  organized  on  an  international  and  national  basis. ..first  organized  in  1939. ..It 
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is  organized  in  nine  geographic  areas.  An  international  assembly  is  held  every  five  years  followed 
by  area  meetings  and  state  meetings. ..The  theme  for  1993-94  is  Girl-Child  Advocacy. ..The  official 
emblem  is  the  TREE  OF  LIFE,  based  on  Revelation  22:2.  Local  units  may  be  formed. ..if  you  are 
interested  in  joining  over  the  2 million  women  who  belong  to  this  organization,  you  may  attain 
information  by  looking  at  the  program  brochure  that  is  in  the  Resource  Center  or  by  obtaining  a copy 
of  the  Handbook  of  the  World  Federation  from  Service  Center." 

The  following  excerpts  are  from  the  report  of  Lottie  Palazzo: 

"United  Methodist  Women  are  the  official  inviters  to  the  State  Meeting  to  be  held  on  Saturday, 
January  22, 1994  at  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church,  Bunkie...Two  topics  were  chosen  for  Louisiana, 
Child  Advocacy  and  Ageing. ..Dr.  Richard  Hodges  of  the  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  will  be  the 
leader  for  the  child  advocacy  session.  Reverend  Helena  Wright-Butler  and  Reverend  Mary  Moody 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  worship  service. ..Information  will  be  in  the  January  "Newsletter"  of  United 
Methodist  Women..." 

CONFERENCE  GOALS  FOR  1994  - were  presented  by  Betty  Carlin,  Vice  President. 

GOALS  FOR  1994 

1.  To  intentionally  look  for  ways  to  be  more  inclusive  with  persons  of  other  races  by  studying 

the  mission  courses  together  in  local  units,  and  by  extensively  using  the  new  revised  edition 

video  on  "The  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies"  in  every  district,  to  give  us  meaningful 

support  and  wisdom. 

IT  To  continue  to  increase  our  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission  by: 

- Asking  each  United  Methodist  Woman  to  purchase  at  least  one  (1)  $5.00  Gift 
to  Mission  Card  in  1994. 

- Promoting  the  use  of  Gift  in  Memory  Cards. 

III.  Mission  Coordinators  shall: 

- Implement  four  (4)  of  the  guidelines  given  at  District  Elected  Leadership  Training  (DELT), 
to  qualify  for  a Supportive  Community  Certificate.  These  activities  are  selected  from 
materials  sent  by  the  Office  of  Supportive  Community  in  the  Women’s  Division. 

- Promote  the  implementation  of  Supportive  Community  Certification  in  each  local  unit. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  CARLIN  THAT  THESE  GOALS  BE  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
CONFERENCE.  SECONDED  AND  CARRIED. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Helen  Allemond,  Christian  Personhood  Coordinator,  reminded 
members  of  the  World  Thank  Offering  labels  available  in  the  Resource  Center.  She  then  proceeded 
to  distribute  Reading  Program  Certificates  to  the  nine  District  Coordinators.  There  was  a total  of  346 
participants  from  49  units  that  participated  in  the  Reading  Program.  Lake  Charles  District  had  the 
largest  number,  followed  by  North  Shore  District,  and  Shreveport  District. 

MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Membership,  reported  that 
membership  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  had  increased  slightly.  It  is 
11,618.  Membership  reports  received  from  287  of  the  325  units  indicate  that  215  units  observed 
United  Methodist  Women  Sunday. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Hilda  Sills,  Supportive  Community  Coordinator,  presented 
the  first  ever  Supportive  Community  Certificates  to  four  units.  They  were  St.  Luke-Simpson  in  Lake 
Charles;  First  United  Methodist,  Welsh;  Wesley  in  Sulphur;  and  Nolley  Memorial,  Jena.  Requirements 
to  receive  certificates  were  outlined. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  - Kathryn  Shea  presented  the  following  report: 

Our  theme  hymn  tells  us  "there’s  a spring  that  waits  to  be."  United  Methodist  Women 
throughout  the  Conference  have  demonstrated  their  faith  in  these  words  during  1992  by  lovingly 
giving  to  missions  $301,501.44  undesignated  and  $51,01 1.99  designated.  At  mid-year  1993  we  have 
paid  36  percent  of  our  pledge  to  mission  of  $300,000.00.  There  is  a balance  of  $51,332.95  in  an 
interest  bearing  account.  The  Executive  Committee  presents  the  following  budget  for  1994.

GREETINGS  FROM  BISHOP  ODEN  - Bishop  William  Oden  made  the  following  remarks; 
"I  wouldn’t  do  this  as  Marilyn  had  agreed  to  bring  greetings  on  behalf  of  both  of  us,  but  I’m  not  sure 
a one  armed  person  can  give  a full  greeting.  So  I do  want  to  say  that  it  is  good  to  be  with  you.  I was 
not  even  sure  I could  come  in  because  of  some  other  engagements  I had,  but  I was  able  to  finish  early 
enough  to  be  a part  of  this  session.  And  I am  pleased  that  it  is  the  session  honoring  your  retiring 
officers  because  they  have  done  a tremendous  job. 

I also  want  to  say  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  one  of  the  stops  I made  was  visiting 
with  our  architect  for  the  Conference  Center.  Things  are  moving  along.  Our  goal  by  the  first  of  the 
year  is  to  have  the  drawings  completed  and  to  let  bids  and  have  building  well  under  way  before 
Annual  Conference.  So  things  are  looking  very  good  for  that  and  I wanted  to  let  you  know.  I also 
wanted  to  express  appreciation  to  all  of  you  for  the  support  that  United  Methodist  Women  have  given 
that  project.  It’s  great  to  be  with  you  and  to  share  in  the  energy  and  the  power  of  United  Methodist 
Women  across  Louisiana.  Thank  you  very  much." 

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION  - Hazel  Steely,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core 
Planning  Group  representative,  brought  greetings  from  the  Jurisdiction.  Excerpts  from  her 
presentation  are  as  follows; 

"...I  know  some  of  you  are  wondering  what  Core  Planning  Group  is.  We  are  the  planning 
organization  for  jurisdiction  United  Methodist  Women  and  our  function  states  that  we  are  to  work 
with  conferences  to  evaluate  leadership  growth  and  effectiveness  within  the  jurisdiction.  We  are  to 
also  initiate  new  projects  or  do  some  pilot  projects,  anything  to  strengthen  the  total  program  of 
United  Methodist  Women... 

United  Methodist  Women  is  a university  without  walls. ..Three  of  the  opportunities  we  have 
are  1 ) Assembly. ..2)  Quadrennial  Meeting,  May  3-5, 1996. ..at  Holiday  Inn  Convention  Centre,  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  We  will  celebrate  the  theme  "Mission  Mosaic.".. .3)  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  will 
offer  a new  and  different  way  to  experience  mission  education  for  women. ..These  mission  experiences 
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will  be  a personal,  individual,  hands  on,  indepth  involvement  in  specific  mission  projects  or 
programs. ..aim  to  help  United  Methodist  Women  recapture  the  vision  of  mission  that  propelled  their 
foremothers  to  initiate  and  become  personally  involved  in  special  ministries  to  women  and  children. 

A task  force  with  Cathy  Parker  of  Louisiana  met. ..designed  pilot  event  for  spring  of  1994. ..the 
cluster  of  which  Louisiana  is  a part  will  be  participating  in  this  event  in  1995. ..jurisdiction  will  fund 
initial  event. ..hope  that  these  various  mission  encounters  will  help  women  gain  new  insight  and 
inspiration. ..challenge  others  to  similar  commitment. ..be  counted  in." 

WOMEN’S  DIVISION  PROJECTS  IN  LOUISIANA  - 

SAGER-BROWN  ENABLING  MINISTRIES  - Sarah  Schoeffler,  project  director,  spoke. 
Excerpts  from  her  report  follow; 

"The  cry  from  the  ravaging  battle  ground  of  the  Civil  War  ceases.  It’s  now  about  1867  when 
the  tears  of  the  black  children  left  homeless  pour  across  our  hearts.  There’s  a song  that  you  have 
chosen  and  it  says  that  there’s  a dawn  in  every  darkness  bringing  hope  to  you  and  me. ..want  you  to 
know  there  was  a dawn  back  there  for  these  children,  people  that  accepted  the  challenge  to 
care. ..orphan  home  began  and  Gilbert  Academy  was  instigated.  There  was  a Dr.  Godman  and  his  wife 
who  were  missionaries  from  the  north  who  came  down. ..this  orphan  home  and  the  school  were  about 
to  close. ..There  were  a Mrs.  Sager  and  a Mrs.  Brown  at  Women’s  Division  who  put  up  a lot  of  funds 
and  got  that  mission  field  going  again.  It’s  now  known  as  Sager-Brown.  It  was  in  1921  when  Women’s 
Division  bought  the  property. ..As  things  went  on  all  the  traditions  were  just  wonderful  that  were 
raised  up  there. ..there  was  a change  in  needs. ..finally  distance  between  Baldwin,  Louisiana  and  New 
York  grew  so  great  that  the  doors  of  Sager-Brown  were  closed  again  in  the  late  1970’s.  But  there  was 
another  ravaging  war  that  reeked  across  the  southern  part  of  our  state  in  the  form  of  a hurricane. 
Hurricane  Andrew,  August  26,  1992.  And  again  we  saw  the  need  for  opening  up  this  building  and 
we  opened  it  up  with  the  miraculous  help  of  volunteers  in  mission,  volunteers  that  were  willing  to  do 
anything  to  help. ..opened  up  Sager-Brown  to  house  127  homeless  people. ..opened  up  Dulac  as  well. 
We  worked  between  these  two  centers  to  take  in  1000  people  as  our  case  work.  As  we  started  meeting 
needs  of  these  people,  we  also  opened  up  Sager-Brown  to  volunteers  in  mission  program  that  housed 
close  to  3000  people  that  came  into  our  state  to  help.  This  was  a beginning  for  Sager-Brown 
again.. .found  another  unacceptable,  intolerable  disaster,  a disaster  of  poverty,  one  that  needs  to  be 
addressed. ..Sager-Brown  has  opened  up  as  Sager-Brown  Enabling  Ministries.  Going  to  address 
substandard  housing,  poor  education,  shortage  of  job  skills,  lack  of  job  opportunities,  paralysis  of 
prejudice,  indifference  to  needs  and  care  for  others. ..use  Sager  Brown  as  a training  center  for 
volunteers  in  mission. ..one  thing  we  need  is  volunteers. ..God  can  enable  you  to  do  anything. ..The 
United  Methodist  Church  has  made  an  impression  in  South  Louisiana  with  its  prayers,  its  presence, 
its  money. ..come  be  involved  with  us.  We  are  a new  ministry  seeking  direction. ..find  out  how  to  be 
a volunteer  in  mission  and  find  out  why. ..one  stint  in  the  mission  field  for  you  will  change  your 
life. ..We  are  going  to  be  training  in  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. ..take  what  you  learn  at  Sager 
Brown  and  go  back  into  your  own  communities. ..this  monster  poverty  doesn’t  only  live  in  Baldwin 
but  throughout  our  country. ..be  the  church  that  God  created  us  to  be. ..be  a part  of  the  solution  of  the 
studies  you  do. ..we  are  working  ecumenically  and  with  other  agencies. ..our  mission  is  to  show 
communities  directly  affected  by  this  hurricane,  the  rest  of  the  state  and  the  nation  what  a Christian’s 
response  is  through  our  action  and  spoken  word. ..carry  out  God’s  promises  and  you  can  be  counted 
in." 


MACDONELL  UNITED  METHODIST  CHILDREN’S  SERVICES,  INC.  - Gerald  Bridges, 
director,  said  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  his  25th  year  to  stand  before  this  wonderful  support 
group.  MacDonell’s  is  facing  the  challenge  all  agencies  are  facing,  the  cut  back  of  funding  by  the 
state.  They  have  started  a fundraising  project,  a brick  walk,  and  would  genuinely  like  every  United 
Methodist  Women’s  group  in  Louisiana  to  have  a brick  there  that  has  their  name  on  it.  MacDonell’s 
has  been  in  existence  since  1919.  It  started  out  as  a school,  became  a place  for  foster  care,  and  now 
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offers  a full  fledged  residential  treatment  center.  They  are  now  looking  at  what  might  be  done  to 
continue  to  serve,  to  expand.  Jerry  was  approached  about  the  possibility  of  having  an  integrated  day 
care  facility  for  children  from  0 to  4 years  of  age.  He  reminded  the  person  that  they  had  been 
integrated  for  years.  It  turns  out  that  this  is  a new  term.  It  means  working  with  mentally  and 
physically  challenged  children  at  the  same  time  you  are  working  with  normal  children  in  the  same 
facility  with  the  idea  that  they  learn  from  each  other  and  will  be  able  to  perform  better.  Programs 
like  this  have  had  good  results  so  MacDonell’s  will  be  looking  into  this  new  program  idea.  He  closed 
by  saying  he  feels  very  strongly  that  he  would  not  have  made  it  through  25  years  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  prayers  and  support  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

ST.  MARK’S  COMMUNITY  CENTER  - Olga  Jackson,  representing  St.  Mark’s,  reminded  the 
group  that  St.  Mark’s  began  first  with  the  establishment  of  the  church  in  1909  and  that  lots  of 
programs  have  passed  through  St.  Mark’s  since  that  time.  The  center  services  children  of  Rampart 
Street  area  of  New  Orleans.  There  has  been  the  street  school,  gateway  school,  preschool,  daycare, 
youth  development  program,  and  family  day  care  network  of  providers.  They  have  a camp  in 
Covington.  They  are  integrating  handicapped  children  into  curriculum  for  first  time  this  year.  St. 
Mark’s  just  received  word  that  its  State  Department  of  Education  funding  for  the  Street  Academy, 
now  in  its  twentieth  year,  had  been  cut  out  of  the  budget  completely  for  this  year.  This  academy  is 
the  last  stop  for  many  children  said  Ms.  Jackson.  We  can’t  let  it  close.  She  asked  for  the  group’s  help 
to  call  the  governor  and  legislators,  letting  them  know  this  school’s  importance. 

HONORING  OF  RETIRING  OFFICERS  - Nancy  Carruth,  the  editor  of  our  Conference 
Newsletter,  recognized  the  retiring  officers.  Following  are  excerpts  of  her  presentation; 

"We  have  come  to  this  very  special  time  at  our  Annual  Meeting  where  we  honor  those  of  our 
organization  who  have  answered  "Yes!"  to  a call  to  service.  They  have  been  good  and  faithful  servants 
and  now  come  to  a point  of  retirement  from  this  particular  job.  But  let  me  hasten  to  add,  not  a 
retirement  from  work  but  only  from  this  task  to  which  you  were  named  a few  years  ago.  Having 
known  most  of  you  for  many  years,  I feel  sure  you  came  to  this  office  with  much  anxiety  and  wonder 
as  to  whether  you  were  qualified  or  not.  Fortunately  God  does  not  choose  us  for  our  ability  always, 
but  for  our  availability. ..God  takes  us  with  all  our  warts  and  ugliness  and  makes  something  useful  of 
us  if  we  but  let  Him.  These  women  have  let  God  use  them  in  wonderful  ways. ..to  further  the  mission 
of  our  great  organization." 

Those  retiring  were  Constance  Abraham-Handy,  Mary  Lou  France,  Jane  Humble,  Debra 
Dupre,  Marilyn  Ray,  Mary  Pollard,  Seola  Callahan  and  Norma  Winegeart.  Special  Mission 
Recognition  pins  were  presented  to  those  in  attendance.  The  monies  sent  in  for  these  "In  Honor"  gifts 
will  support  all  mission  work  of  our  Women’s  Division  for  a total  of  46  minutes  said  Dr.  Carruth. 

THE  AFTERNOON  SESSION  WAS  ADJOURNED  AT  4:00  P.M. 

THE  EVENING  SESSION  CONVENED  AT  7:30  P.M.  IN  THE  SANCTUARY. 

SPECIAL  MUSIC  - The  session  began  with  UMW  sings.  The  adult  choirs  of  Horseshoe  Drive 
and  Newman  United  Methodist  Churches  presented  a musical  program. 

EVENING  DEVOTIONAL  - The  invocation  was  given  by  Reverend  Larry  O’Dell,  host 
pastor.  Excerpts  from  the  devotional  given  by  Reverend  Elizabeth  Northen,  follow; 

"One  of  toughest  things  in  Christian  faith  is  the  part  that  we  like  to  forget,  the  feel  bad  part, 
the  rough  road  part.  The  yes  is  a feel  good.  The  yes,  yes,  is  a feel  good.  Coming  together  and 
experiencing  ourselves  as  one  in  the  unity  of  Christ  is  a feel  good.  Hearing  reports  from  the  last  year 
for  the  most  part  is  a feel  good,  but  we  will  quickly  come  to  point  where  we  go  home  and  we  don’t 
quite  remember  the  unity  and  we  don’t  quite  remember  the  oneness  and  we  sort  of  forget  the  spirit 
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and  we  try  to  crawl  back  in  the  cocoon.  We  remember  those  yes  buts  that  we  are  so  good  at  using. 
So  I would  like  for  you  to  consider,  so  you  will  recognize  them  when  they  start  coming  around,  the 
yes  buts. 

One  of  the  most  famous  yes  buts  was  Sarah’s  I’m  too  old,  and  I’m  barren.  When  you  find 
yourself  saying  I’m  too  old,  remember  that’s  a yes  but  and  yes  but  is  no.  Another  is  Moses.  He  said 
I don’t  speak  very  well,  but  God  had  an  answer  for  him  too.  When  somebody  asks  you  to  talk  about 
something  in  UMW,  when  somebody  asks  you  to  go  for  training,  to  take  an  office,  are  you  going  to 
say  no,  I can’t  speak.  No,  I can’t  do  that.  That’s  a yes  but  and  that’s  a no.  One  of  my  really  strong 
yes  buts  - and  I managed  to  use  it  for  about  34  years  - I’m  a woman.  Has  that  been  your  excuse? 
I’m  a woman.  That  can  be  a yes  rather  than  a yes  but.  One  of  our  really  big  excuses  is  to  say  1 have 
an  empty  hand.  Just  for  a moment  take  your  hands  out  and  put  them  where  you  can  see 
them. ..Visualize  in  your  hand  the  gifts,  the  tools,  whatever  it  is  that  you  have  that  somebody  might 
ask.  They  may  look  like  the  UMW  president,  the  minister,  the  layleader  but  remember  they  are  a part 
of  God  incarnate.  Now  when  they  come  to  you  and  they  ask  you  to  do  something,  have  you  got  it 
in  your  hand  what  you’re  going  to  say,  what  you’re  going  to  give?  If  you  can  see  nothing  I am  going 
to  tell  you  good,  for  if  you  have  nothing  in  them  you  may  receive.  If  you  can  hold  out  your  hand  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  empty,  you  will  be  ready  to  receive  and  you  can  say  "count  me  in.  Yes,  yes, 
not  yes  but." 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPEAKERS  - Betty  Carlin  presented  the  guest  speakers,  Janet  Wreath, 
director  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  from  Marshall,  Missouri  and  Reverend  Rob 
Thompson,  director  of  Dulac  Community  Center,  Dulac.  Excerpts  from  the  address  by  Janet  Wreath 
follow; 


"Carrying  out  God’s  promises,  count  me  in. ..The  Annual  Meeting  is  a time  of  promise,  a 
hidden  promise  of  blessing  and  fellowship  of  friends  and  former  officers  as  we  gather  together.  As 
we  share  together  in  the  business,  in  education,  enjoying  friends  old  and  new,  we  discover  the 
promise  breaking  forth  like  the  seed  that  breaks  forth  to  bloom  and  grow. 

The  bulb,  and  the  cocoons  have  opened  many  times  these  past  five  years  for  me  as  I have  had 
the  privilege  of  being  one  of  your  directors... 

The  grace  of  the  butterfly  has  been  ever  encompassing  my  spirit  in  the  rich  heritage  and 
friendships  found  in  the  personhood  and  supportiveness  as  United  Methodist  Women. 

As  I think  about  our  "Hymn  of  Promise,"  I think  of  the  bulb  as  having  a mission.  It  is  to  die 
and  break  forth  in  new  life.  That  is  us,  the  bulb  of  mission... 

Our  ministries  to  women  and  to  children  remains  a high  priority  and  to  this  end  the  Women’s 
Division  continues  to  "review  and  revise  as  necessary  the  Division’s  funding  policies  and  procedures..." 

Since  my  coming  on  board  with  the  Women’s  Division,  we  have  seen  the  development  of  two 
new  joint  committees. ..The  Joint  Committee  on  International  Ministries  with  Women,  Children  and 
Youth  sets  program  direction  and  budget  for  funding  World  Division  programs  and  projects. ..The 
Joint  Committee  on  Institutional  ministries  sets  program  direction  and  budget  parameters  for  f unding 
for  institutional  ministries  program  within  the  National  Division. 

Our  hymn  of  promise  concludes,  "unrevealed  until  its  season,  something  God  alone  can  see." 
This  becomes  our  hope  and  because  of  you  and  your  concern  1 can  see  signs  of  promise.  Our  1994 
budget  is  $20,565,3 1 8... A new  policy  statement,  "Ministries  with  Women  and  Ministries  with  Children 
and  Youth:  A Gift  for  the  Whole  Church"  will  be  ready  for  the  1994  Assembly. 

Change  continues. ..The  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  UMCOR  along  with 
Conference  and  Community  and  Agency  boards  hope  to  be  able  to  combine  efforts  to  work  for  the 
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needs  of  women,  youth,  and  children  who  are  devastated  by  natural  disasters.  The  importance  is 
putting  life  back  together  and  meeting  the  needs  of  those  who  hurt.  This  is  what  our  Purpose  is  all 
about  and  what  we  are  called  to  do.  There  are  times  it  is  important  for  us  to  pick  up  a mirror  rather 
than  a magnifying  glass." 

Reverend  Thompson  titled  his  presentation,  "Dulac  Community  Center  - Past,  Present, 
Future".  The  following  is  excerpted: 

"The  Dulac  Community  Center  has  been  a legacy  of  mission  for  the  past  61  years. ..The  center 
has  seen  many  productive  years  of  getting  the  mission  work  started  through  several  expansions  and 
development  projects. ..has  also  seen  years  of  decline  when  facilities  were  destroyed  by  hurricanes, 
the  lack  of  adequate  staffing  or  funding,  or  indecisiveness  on  the  part  of  the  United  Methodist  system 
of  government. 

The- past  can  be  observed  as  the  mission  for  overlooked  people.  ...in  1909,  a public 
schoolteacher  in  Terrebonne  Parish,  Miss  Ella  K.  Hooper,  discovered  a large  group  of  neglected, 
underprivileged  Indian  people  living  about  18  miles  south  of  Houma.  These  children  and  adults  were 
not  allowed  to  attend  the  local  white  school  and  had  no  other  local  school  to  attend.  Miss  Hooper 
began  having  a strong  desire  to  minister  to  them. ..a  school  was  opened  in  1932  in  an  old  dance  hall. ..In 
March  of  1933,  Miss  Wilhemina  Hooper  purchased  a residence. ..her  home  became  the  Indian  school. .at 
times  50  to  100  children  and  young  people  would  be  in  her  home  studying,  fellowshipping  and 
developing  a community  life. ..in  1940  Miss  Hooper  saw  opportunity  to  purchase  45  acres  to  extend 
the  mission’s  purposes.  It  was  discovered  in  the  process  of  checking  deeds  and  titles  that  the 
Methodist  Church  already  had  title  to  one  acre  of  ground.  There  had  been  a large  sugar  cane 
plantation  at  this  site  and  there  was  at  the  time  of  the  plantation  many  slaves  who  worked  the 
plantation.  The  Methodist  Church  North  had  sent  a missionary  down  to  work  with  these  people  and 
the  plantation  owners  had  given  an  acre  of  property  to  this  effort  for  a church  and  cemetery.  The 
original  mission  had  been  discontinued  because  of  a title  wave,  but  the  property  remained  in  hands 
of  Methodist  Church. ..made  giant  step  to  purchase  this  property  and  expand  with  buildings... 

After  the  public  school  system  had  established  an  Indian  school  in  the  neighborhood  the  center 
redefined  its  mission...  Programs  expanded  to  include  social,  economic,  medical,  and  recreational 
needs  of  children  and  their  families. ..During  1980s  to  present  the  center  has  gone  through  many 
changes. ..All  funding  sources  qualify  how  the  Center  is  to  apply  their  funding  to  the  program.  From 
time  to  time  during  this  period  the  center  has  been  tossed  back  and  forth  from  one  sponsoring  agency 
to  another.  For  the  center  to  grow  and  prosper  this  must  cease.  October  1985  and  August  1992  mark 
major  events. ..hurricanes. ..leave  a far  reaching  impact  on  the  people  for  years. ..when  substandard 
home  is  damaged,  many  times  only  surface  repairs  can  be  accomplished. ..incomes  are  hindered. ..Dulac 
Community  Center  is  the  place  that  people  turn  to  look  for  help. ..2800  families  following  Hurricane 
Andrew. ..center  acted  as  a distribution  point  for  several  agencies  dispensing  food,  clothing,  cleaning 
supplies,  building  materials,  personal  items,  baby  supplies  and  water. ..Differences  of  opinion  arose 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  written  plans  or  disaster  directives  in  the  hands  of  institutional 
administrators.  Dulac  Community  Center  is  proud  to  be  a part  of  this  major  United  Methodist  effort 
though  and  wants  to  remain  part  of  that  effort.. .It  was  by  the  assistance  of  United  Methodist  Women 
that  Dulac  kept  this  effort  going... 

The  future  can  be  observed  as  a mission  with  a mission. ..we  do  have  future  directions.  These 
directions  center  around  education,  job  and  career  training,  housing  and  spiritual  interaction. ..the 
center  goes  back  to  our  past  and  preschool  education.  We  maintain  a headstart  program. ..have 
application  for  children  and  youth  afternoon  good  start  program. ..also  has  some  renovation  projects 
for  the  old  building  for  a youth  and  adult  education  building. ..another  area  of  concentration  is  job 
training. ..advocate  for  housing. ..many  homes  have  been  improved,  raised  or  replaced.  Still  some 
people  are  moving  back  into  homes  that  have  been  condemned... 
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The  largest  potential  area  with  the  biggest  void  at  the  present  is  our  evangelistic  witness.  The 
center  desires  to  take  a moral  stance  in  the  community  in  regards  to  moral  issues  not  just  social 
issues. ..the  church  is  not  dead,  the  mission  has  not  ended.  Through  your  continued  support  of  Dulac 
Community  Center,  MacDonell  Children’s  Services,  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  and  Sager-Brown 
Enabling  Ministries  work  will  continue.  We  will  serve  as  an  extension  of  your  ministry  in  our 
communities." 

Following  the  presentations  of  Janet  Wreath  and  Rob  Thompson,  questions  and  answers  were 
fielded  from  the  audience.  Disaster  response  by  agencies  and  training  directors  for  disaster  response 
was  Questioned.  A handbook  is  to  be  developed  for  directors  and  pastors  to  be  able  to  have  in  times 
of  disaster.

THE  SATURDAY  SESSION  OF  THE  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING  convened  at  8;30 
a.m.  in  the  Sanctuary.  The  session  began  with  UMW  Sings  led  by  Phil  Hardgrave  and  Reverend 
Elizabeth  Northen. 

MORNING  DEVOTIONAL  - Following  are  excerpts  from  the  message  by  Reverend  Don 
Avery,  Alexandria  District  Superintendent. 

"It’s  charge  conference  time  and  committees  on  nomination  are  meeting.  Sometimes  it’s 
difficult  to  get  people  to  assume  roles  of  leadership.  But  look  at  all  these  able  bodies  here  and  what 
are  they  saying,  "Count  me  in."  One  of  the  reasons  I think  that  you  are  able  to  say  that  is  a little 
something  I heard  you  say,  "for  in  Him  every  one  of  God’s  promises  is  a yes." 

As  a background  for  talking  about  counting  me  in,  I want  to  use  2 Corinthians  4:1-7.  Our 
treasure.  Perhaps  it  is  very  easy  to  say  count  me  in  when  we  begin  to  realize  the  rich  treasure  that 
God  has  given  us. ..As  we  look  at  our  treasure  we  have  to  begin  with  God,  have  to  understand  who 
God  is... 

Easy  to  talk  about  God  and  everything  would  be  nice,  but  we  need  to  talk  about  us  because 
after  we  recognize  who  God  is  we  have  to  have  a proper  understanding  of  who  we  are. ..our  spiritual 
identity.  Some  of  us  still  don’t  know  who  we  are,  our  spiritual  identity.  Some  of  us  caught  a glimpse 
of  who  we  are  but  along  the  way  we  have  become  exhausted.  I heard  a good  word  the  other  day  - 
spiritually  exhausted.  For  all  of  you  who  are  seated  here  today  who  have  been  overwhelmed,  been 
involved  in  too  much,  don’t  have  enough  time,  I want  to  say  to  you  that  the  reward  for  a job  well 
done  is  more  work,  a bigger  task. 

Do  you  know  who  you  are?. ..A  New  Testament  professor  known  for  difficult  exams  gave 
students  the  option  of  taking  a lengthy  exam  for  writing  what  it  was  that  God  said  to  Jesus  at  baptism 
in  ten  words  or  less.  One  student  took  the  risk  and  wrote,  "The  thing  that  God  was  saying  to  Jesus 
Christ  at  His  baptism  can  be  summed  up  in  these  words,  ’You  are  the  son  of  God,  act  like  it!’"  It’s 
high  time  that  you  as  United  Methodist  Women  begin  to  realize  who  you  are  - and  act  like  it.  You 
are  the  daughters  of  God,  heirs  with  Christ,  God’s  instruments.  It  is  only  when  we  begin  to  realize 
who  we  are  and  the  treasure  that  God  has  placed  within  us  that  we  can  go  forth  carrying  out  the 
promises  of  God. ..If  you  have  a treasure,  you  don;t  have  to  tell  anyone.  It  will  just  spill  all  over  from 
what  you  do.  Our  treasure  and  you’ve  already  said,  "Count  me  in."

Churches  presented  a program  of  music. 
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PLEDGE  SERVICE  - CARRYING  OUT  GOD’S  PROMISES  - COUNT  US  IN! 


Conference  Treasurer:  "This  is  the  day  that  the  Lord  has  made.  Let  us  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  it."  As  we  consider  our  commitment  to  God’s  mission  in  1994,  let  us  look  to  a new  beginning. 
David  said,  "God  put  a new  song  in  my  mouth,  a hymn  of  praise  to  our  God."  Jesus  is  calling  us  to 
this  new  beginning,  challenging  us  to  do  more  than  we  "think"  we  can.  We  are  called  to  excel  in  the 
grace  of  giving.  Hear  these  purposes  for  our  giving. 

Secretary  for  Financial  Interpretation:  "Just  as  you  excel  in  everything  - in  faith,  in  speech, 
in  knowledge,  in  complete  earnestness  and  in  your  love  for  us  - see  that  you  also  excel  in  this  grace 
of  giving.  I am  not  commanding  you,  but  I want  to  test  the  sincerity  of  your  love  by  comparing  it 
with  the  earnestness  of  others.  For  you  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  though  He  was 
rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  He  became  poor,  so  that  you  through  His  poverty  might  become  rich. 

"And  here  is  my  advice  about  what  is  best  for  you  in  this  matter:  Last  year  you  were  the  first 
not  only  to  give  but  also  to  have  the  desire  to  do  so.  Now  finish  the  work,  so  that  your  eager 
willingness  to  do  it  may  be  matched  by  your  completion  of  it,  according  to  your  means.  For  if  the 
willingness  is  there,  the  gift  is  acceptable  according  to  what  one  has,  not  according  to  what  one  does 
not  have." 

"Our  desire  is  not  that  others  might  be  relieved  while  you  are  hard  pressed,  but  that  there 
might  be  equality.  At  the  present  time  your  plenty  will  supply  what  they  need,  so  that  in  turn  their 
plenty  will  supply  what  you  need.  Then  there  will  be  equality,  as  it  is  written:  "He  who  gathered 
much  did  not  have  too  much,  and  he  who  gathered  little  did  not  have  too  little." 

These  are  Paul’s  words  from  2 Corinthians  8:7-15.  They  give  purpose  to  our  new  beginning 

today. 


Conference  Treasurer:  With  each  new  beginning  for  Christ,  God  promises  us  his  blessing. 
We  are  not  to  worry  about  how  little  we  have  to  give.  Rather,  we  are  to  trust  in  the  power  of  God 
to  supply  the  needs  with  what  we  give.  We  are  called  to  provide  the  "bread",  and  let  Jesus  provide 
the  miracles!  Hear  these  promises  about  our  giving. 

Secretary  for  Financial  Interpretation:  "Remember  this:  Whoever  sows  sparingly  will  also  reap 
sparingly,  and  whoever  sows  generously  will  also  reap  generously.  Each  one  should  give  what  she  had 
decided  in  her  heart  to  give,  not  reluctantly  or  under  compulsion,  for  God  loves  a cheerful  giver. 
And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  to  you,  so  that  in  all  things  at  all  times,  having  all  that  you 
need,  you  will  abound  in  every  good  work.  As  it  is  written:  "He  has  scattered  abroad  his  gifts  to  the 
poor;  his  righteousness  endures  forever." 

"Now  He  who  supplies  seed  to  the  sower  and  bread  for  food  will  also  supply  and  increase  your 
store  of  seed  and  will  enlarge  the  harvest  of  your  righteousness.  You  will  be  made  rich  in  every  way 
so  that  you  can  be  generous  on  every  occasion,  and  through  us  your  generosity  will  result  in 
thanksgiving  to  God." 

"This  service  that  you  perform  is  not  only  supplying  the  needs  of  God’s  people  but  is  also 
overflowing  in  many  expressions  of  thanks  to  God.  Because  of  the  service  by  which  you  have  proved 
yourselves,  others  will  praise  God  for  the  obedience  that  accompanies  your  confession  of  the  Gospel 
of  Christ,  and  for  your  generosity  in  sharing  with  them  and  with  everyone  else.  And  in  their  prayers 
for  you  their  hearts  will  go  out  to  you,  because  of  the  surpassing  grace  God  has  given  you.  Thanks 
be  to  God  for  His  indescribable  gift!" 

Again  we  have  listened  to  Paul’s  words  from  2 Corinthians  9:6-16.  This  is  God’s  promise  for 
our  new  excellence  in  the  grace  of  giving. 
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Conference  Treasurer:  Having  renewed  our  purposes  for  giving  and  remembered  God’s 
promises  in  giving,  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  United  Methodist  Women  calls  each  district  to  a new 
beginning  for  1994,  to  carry  out  God’s  promises  and  excel  in  the  grace  of  giving.

Women  pledges  $300,000.00  to  mission  for  1994.  "For  no  matter  how  many  promises  God  has  made, 
they  are  "yes"  in  Christ.  And  so  through  Him  the  "Amen"  is  spoken  by  us  to  the  glory  of  God.  Now 
it  is  God  who  makes  both  us  and  you  stand  firm  in  Christ.  He  anointed  us,  set  his  seal  of  ownership 
on  us,  and  put  His  spirit  in  our  hearts  as  a deposit,  guaranteeing  what  is  to  come."  We  all  say  a 
resounding  "Amen,  count  us  in!" 

REPORT  OF  REGISTRATION  - Muriel  Miller  reported  a total  registration  of  534. 

DIAGONAL  MINISTRIES  - J.  Sidney  Montegudo,  Sue  Kelly,  and  Linda  Fox  addressed  the 
group  asking  for  assistance  in  interpreting  the  work  of  diaconal  ministers  and  in  recruiting  new 
candidates.  There  are  presently  14  diaconal  ministers  in  Louisiana  Conference  and  4 others  are 
scheduled  for  consecration  next  year. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPECIAL  MISSION  RECOGNITION  - President  Norma  Winegeart 
recognized  the  following  persons  with  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pins.  Those  who  were  ordained 
elder  during  the  Annual  Conference  in  June;  Sandi  Huber,  Leslie  Akin,  and  Darlene  Moore  James. 
Diaconal  Minister:  Regina  Wren.  Chairperson  and  Co-Chairperson  of  this  Annual  Meeting:  Betty 
Carlin  and  Muriel  Miller. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPEAKER  - Betty  Carlin  introduced  Janet  Wreath  who  also  spoke  at 
the  Friday  evening  session. 

Janet  Wreath’s  message  was  titled  "The  Parable  of  the  Woman  in  the  Pit."  It  was  the  story  of 
a woman  in  a deep  dark  pit  who  had  tried  many  times  to  get  out,  but  the  pit  was  too  deep  and  the 
walls  so  steep  that  she  slid  back  every  time.  While  in  the  pit,  she  encountered  three  groups  of  people. 
The  first  were  church  people  who  called  a committee  meeting  to  decide  what  to  do.  After  inquiring 
if  the  woman  knew  Jesus  as  her  personal  Lord  and  Savior,  they  decided  they  could  not  help.  The 
second  group  were  genuinely  compassionate  and  threw  down  canned  goods,  old  clothes  and  blankets, 
and  promised  to  do  so  again.  The  third  group  were  coming  from  a United  Methodist  Women’s  Annual 
Meeting.  They  did  not  have  the  physical  strength  to  pull  the  woman  from  the  pit,  but  they  did  know 
a way  for  people  to  organize  themselves,  so  the  woman  was  rescued. 

Mrs.  Wreath  gave  this  illustration  to  show  how  we  as  United  Methodist  Women  struggle  with 
ways  to  assist  people  in  meeting  their  needs.  She  highlighted  four  mission  projects,  one  in  San 
Francisco,  one  in  El  Paso,  one  in  Chicago,  and  one  in  New  Mexico,  using  them  to  show  how  we 
respond  to  the  needs  of  women,  children  and  youth  in  witness  to  God’s  call. 

ABOUT  THE  OFFERING  - Kathy  Shea,  Conference  Treasurer,  announced  that  the  offering 
will  be  sent  undesignated  in  honor  of  the  retiring  officers.  Prayer;  "Dear  God,  we  are  aware  of  your 
promises  to  help  us,  to  always  be  with  us.  You  have  challenged  us  to  do  more  than  we  "think"  we  can. 
Bless  our  gifts  and  the  givers  as  we  strive  to  constantly  be  counted  in  and  to  carry  out  your  promises. 
Amen." 


OFFERTORY  - Violinist  Jesse  Newcomer  presented  an  arrangement  of  "Amazing  Grace"  for 
the  offertory. 

INSTALLATION  OF  OFFICERS  - Evelyn  Evans,  former  Conference  Secretary,  conducted 
the  installation  service.  Before  installing  the  officers  she  gave  the  following  presentation: 
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"In  our  life,  eternity."  What  is  that  portion  of  the  hymn  saying?  To  me  it  says  that  as  each 
of  us  began  life  we  had  within  us  this  seed  of  eternity  - this  little  part  of  us  that  had  been  passed  on 
generation  through  generation.  This  seed,  this  life  within  us,  is  a gift  from  God  and  it  has  two 
dimensions,  a physical  and  a spiritual. 

Some  of  our  seeds  are  shallow  and  others  are  deep,  but  for  this  seed  to  grow  physically  or 
spiritually  we  must  nourish  it.  Physically  we  care  for  it  by  providing  it  with  proper  food,  exercise 
and  rest.  You  know  the  consequences  if  any  of  these  three  elements  are  excluded.  These  physical 
lives  will  not  grow  properly. 

We  nourish  it  spiritually  when  we  "seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness..."  The 
Bible  tells  us  that  God  called  us  even  before  we  ever  knew  who  God  was,  that  God  had  faith  in  you 
and  me  before  we  ever  had  faith  in  God.  And  this  faith  is  a growing  process.  When  Jesus  called  the 
twelve  he  called  them  into  the  greatest  learning  process  of  all.  He  called  them  to  grow.  He  called 
them  into  a fresh  consciousness  of  life  and  to  a new  view  of  all  people.  And  just  like  us  when  we  are 
growing  spiritually,  they  questioned.  They  wondered.  They  called  for  help.  And  that  help  came. 
As  promised,  help  came.  Just  as  it  comes  for  you  and  me,  through  the  Holy  Spirit.  God,  in  the  death 
and  resurrection  of  Christ,  has  created  life  out  of  death.  Even  as  a seed  in  the  darkness  of  the  soil 
gives  birth  to  a flower. 

United  Methodist  Women  have  this  seed  also  - this  seed  of  eternity  that  was  planted  when  our 
organization  began.  It  too  has  both  dimensions,  physical  and  spiritual.  United  Methodist  Women  help 
provide  the  physical  care  which  God’s  children  need  across  the  world.  We  maintain  hospitals  and 
homes,  daycare  facilities,  food  banks  and  clothes  closets.  This  is  a part  of  what  it  means  to  be  in 
mission.  United  Methodist  Women  carry  the  gospel  of  peace,  love,  forgiveness,  and  salvation  across 
the  world  so  that  others  may  grow  spiritually.  So  they  have  not  only  the  life  abundant  here  on  earth, 
but  also  life  which  is  eternal. 

Our  organization  today  is  sustained  and  nourished  by  those  women  who  willingly  agree  to 
serve  as  officers.  And  this  is  no  small  task  today  when  women  have  so  many  things  competing  for 
their  time,  energy,  and  emotions."

ADJOURNMENT  - Following  presentation  of  the  gavel  to  new  president,  Pat  Cobb,  and 
proper  action  by  motion  Norma  Winegeart  declared  the  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  United  Methodist  Women  adjourned.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  1993  RETREAT 

The  1993  UMW  Conference  Retreat  was  held  at  Tall  Timbers  Conference  Center,  Woodworth 
on  March  12-14.  The  Theme  was  "Take  Time  To  be  Holy!"/"Holiness  For  Our  Time!"  The  theme 
scripture  was  I Peter  1:13-16.  Gwen  White  was  our  Retreat  Leader,  assisted  by  Music  Directors  Doris 
Brown,  Judy  Gross  and  George  Gross.  The  Rev.  Helena  Wright-Butler  lead  the  Communion 
Celebration. 

Seola  Callahan  and  Kathryn  Shea  were  in  charge  of  registration  and  worked  under  the  most 
difficult  circumstance  of  "snow"  to  accommodate  and  shift  participants  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  A 
few  of  the  registered  persons  were  not  able  to  attend  because  of  the  weather.

WORLD  FEDERATION  OF  METHODIST  WOMEN  REGION  8 

The  North  America  Area  Region  8 meeting  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  was 
held  at  the  Holiday  Inn  Southwest  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  on  May  22-23,  1993.
